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MODERN SEAMANSHIP.* 

The Alliance, after lying wind-bound inside of Sandy 
Hook for four days, at last gets to sea; and Luce still 
reigns on the horse-block. The Alabama steams out 
of New York Harbor in the teeth of a gale, and behold, 
a@ new mentor is beside us on the bridge. 

It is almost forty years since Lieutenant Luce wrote 
the work in which he builded so much better than he 
knew. Not that thefe lacked strong men before this 
Agamemnon of nautical educators, for Alston and 
Loyd and Glasscock and Nares and Liardet and Tot- 
ten and Murphy and, probably best of the lot, Brady, 
of “Kedge Anchor” fame, had all added much and volu- 
minouslv to sailor lore. But, somehow, their precepts 
did uot seem to fit the needs of the Navy which had cut 
loose from foreign ways and habits under the guidance 
of Edward Preble half a century before. They eluci- 
dated overmuch—they taught how things ought to be 
done, rather than how to do them. “Don’t explain, 
sir,—give orders!” was “Dick” Meade’s invariable com- 
mand to the youngster undergoing seamanship examina- 
tion—and it summed up in a sentence the whole trouble 
with the earlier writers.. They made theorists, not 
ready men, and an uaready sailor is not a sailor at all. 

The consequence was that the youngster of the old 
Navy wrote his own seamanship manual. He had six 
years to serve at sea before he was eligible for a lieu- 
tenant’s examination. For the first five of them he 
bothered his head little with learning anything other 
than wnat he could not help absorbing, but es the time 


approached for the ordeal, and the grim figures of Read 
and Perry and Lavalette and Mayo, and more sinister 
still, of U. P. Levy and “Jack” Percival, began to 
loom up on the distant horizon, then the steerage ex- 


humed its “ 


ngress in '52, or “shifted the mizzen topmast 
on the old ‘Wagon’ in °47,” replaced the dreary aud 
oft-told stories around the mess table. Then the labor- 
jiously written pages were pored over and over, 
aud the oldsters who had “backed their anchors with a 
star” (in other words the passed midshipmen) had their 
lives nearly pestered out of them for minute and accur- 
ate information as to the peculiar catch-questions 
which “Mad Jack,” or “Old Tat,” or whoever else 
might be the head-devil of the coming examining board 
was most likely to ask. The seamanship examination 
of those days, and indeed for many a year afterward, 
was a strange and awful torture, whereof the modern 
youngster can have little understanding. It started on 
the theory that no man could ever learn seamanship. 
‘Lhat acquirement came by divine afflatus only to per- 
sons holding command rank in the Navy. To all others 
it was officially considered to be an inscrutable mystery, 
and the more recondite and occult it could be made to 
appear to them, the better for the dignity of its pro- 
fessors. The latter seemed to regard themselves as 
inquisitors and sworn tormentors, charved with the 
discovery, not of what the youngster did know, but of 
what he did not know. 

Therefore, whatever could be asked in the form of 
queries based on little quirks and cranks pertainin: to 
the rigging, or, very commonly, on some method which 
an examiner had practiced on some ship which he had 
commanded in — gone by, and which, in his opinion, 
ought to have thrown the Service ever after into a state 
of respectful admiration, was gleefully propounded; 
and then, alas for the candidate who knew not the 
proper answers to the riddles, or who was not ready 
with his wretched little tribute of adulation, when, in 
due course, unctuous allusion was made by a member 
of tLe examining board to ‘“‘my way.” 

So once a year, the manuscripts wherein the various 
and often unreconcilable “my ways” of the reigning 
commodores and captains, together with the solutions 
of the ancient problems of the unrove gantline, and of 
the location of the knots on the lanyards of the lower 
rigging, etc., etc., were duly recorded, came into great 
demand; and after the Naval Academy was founded, 
there they traveled and accumulated. For nearly seven- 
teen years, with such aid as Brady’s “Kedge Anchor” 
could give they furnished the bulk of the “litera scripta” 
«of nautical learning. Nor was this surprising, because 
the ‘Board of Visitors” of those days was not a lot 
of miscellaneous people considerately provided by 
Uncle Sam with a highly enjoyable picnic at Annapolis, 
but the same savage old Board of Examiners under a 
new name; and they came to the school to do some- 
thing,—in fact they took charge of it,—those same 
grim commodores and captains who had hitherto held 
their seances at Barnum’s Hotel in Baltimore and the 
Naval Asylum. They bullied the Superintendent (bar- 
ring Goldsborough, who would have been dangerous), 
“horsed” the professors, and examined just as they 
royally pleased, which, of course, was in the true old 
Spartan fashion. 

“Dear Joe,” wrote “Jack” Percival to a brother cap- 
tain, “we put your boy through the other day. Do you 
remember how we got the Columbus into dry dock in 
’42. Well it was like that. She just grazed.” And to 
a fond parent, not in the Service, who had ventured to 
express some solicitude: “Sir, your son will go to his 
grave unwept, unhonored and unsung, or wept, honored 
and sung. But its a damned sight more likely that he 
will be unwept, unhonored and unsung.” 

With the opening of the Civil War, the Luce dispen- 
sation began. Before that, Thomas Tingey Craven 
had decided to write a “seamanship.” a decision which 
scared off about everybody else having a like purpose in 
view except “Sam” Marcy, but neither Craven nor Mar- 
left anything but disjoiated notes. Naval gunnery was 
in almost as bad a state for instruction purposes as the 
sister science. There were manuscripts and a little 
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help from French treatises on ballistics. Thus there 
was a double need, and it was to meet this that the 
first authoritative works on two fundamental! ac- 
quirements of the Naval officer came from the first 
graduates of the Naval School. Simpson, of ’40 date, 
wrote his Ordnance and Gunnery, and Luce, of °41 
date, his Seamanship; thus rapidly did the leaven of 
education become active. The ancient mariners of pre- 
academy days sniffed at them. Trying to handle ships 
by the parallelogram of forces,” sneered one, not know- 
ing that he was uttering fundamental truth. For after 
all, what does the sailor do but fight for the resultant. 
with nature holding some components and he the rest? 

None the Jess, Luce’s book survived. ‘True, it is 
largely a compuation, but so, and in the same sense, 
the degree differs somewhat), are the dramas of 
Shakespeare, and tactful selection is often better than 
stupid invention, however much originality the latter 
may involve. All that the author hoped for it, as ex- 
pressed in his protace, was the modest aspiration that 
it might save the midshipman ‘‘much copying of manu- 
script.” He could not foresee that ultimately it would 
become ingrained into the intellectuai fibre of genera- 
tions of naval seamen, that it would do more to dispel 
the ancient mystery of seamanship than any other one 
factor, that ultimately it was destined to organize know- 
ledge of the subject, which is the same thing as making 
a science, and that henceforward things nautical were 
not to be done “my way,”—however lofty the rank of 
the devisor,—but in the way and manner laid down 
once and for all by Stephen Bleecker Luce. And there 
was a very great gain in that. Besides, it was epoch- 
making. 

When it appeared, the idea of dispensing with sail 
power on a warship was to the naval mind unthinkable. 
The contract for the Monitor, to the unbounded con- 
tempt of Ericsson, had just called for masts, sails and 
rigging sufficient to propel that famous craft at the 
rate of six knots per hour. The youngsters at the 
scuool were being drilled on the Constitution with 
great guns not materially differing in build and appur- 
tenances from those with which she sank the Guorelare. 
‘heir exercises on the Macedonian were only barely 
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distinguishable from those which Preble had prescribed 
for his squadron in 1804. To-day there is more differ- 
ence between the Wisconsin and the Constitution than 
between the latter ship and the galleys that fought at 
Salamis. Wherefore now the need—and hence the pres- 
ent appearance of a new Seamanship—the product of 
this forty years of marvelous and unexampled progress. 
It is no disparagement to the author to say that if 
Luce’s Seamanship had never appeared, his would 
have been equally unknown, for that is merely to note 
the paternity of the elder seaman, which all his pro- 
fessional chilCren—Lieutenant Commodore Knight in- 
cluded—are only too glad to acknowledge. In fact it 
was a graceful recognition of the old book, that many 
of its original features, its size, color and general typo- 
graphical appearance, should in the younger one be 
reproduced. But when it comes to contents, Knight’s 
offspring is sturdy enough to stand solidly and alone 
and the credit which it merits belongs solely to him. 
Most people will hark back to Luce to see wherein 
Knight differs and essay to draw comparisons, which 
in the main will be indecisive. As might be expected, 
Luce devotes more than half his pages to the rigging 
and working of sailing ships,—Knight less than one 
quarter. Oddly enough, Luce has more matter on hand- 
ling heavy weights and anchors than Knight, and 
Knight is fuller on the compass, log and lead, and the 
management of boats than Luce. Knight discusses 
piloting, which Luce does not; gives more than five 
times as much space to “rules of the road,” treats 
“weather and laws of storms” in about the same num- 
ber of pages, and scores his great difference in the 
original and elaborate chapters on the steering and 
handling of steamers and cognate subjects, which to- 
gether aggregate nearly a quarter of the entire work. 
There is a broader distinction to be drawn between 
Luce and Knight, however, than even the foregoing 
indicates. Luce’s book is, first of all, naval. It was 
written for the midshipmen, and while the principles 
of working and rigging ship are the same everywhere, 
the man-of-war fashion insisted upon by Luce rendered 
the volume of but limited utility to the merchant sea- 
man. Not so with Knight. His is a far broader com- 
p.ndium, which will find its place on the cabin shelves 
of vessels peaceful as well as warlike the world over. 
One might even say that the principles he establishes 
based on the interaction of rudder, screw and after- 
body, are as applicable to the steam canalboat as to 
the proudest battleship afloat. He has written for all 
who “go down in ships,” whether to the sea or not. 
This will account for much that otuerwise might 
a-ouse at least inquiring criticism. Why, for example, 
in a text book on seamanship for the Naval Academy 
is there a very limited chapter on pure naval construc- 
tion? Why so long a discussion of elementary problems 
of mechanics? What has “pilotage” and modern meteor- 
ology to do with seamanship, that in a treatise osten- 
sibly devoted solely to the latter, space must be affford- 
ed for such subjects? Extend the field of the book 
and these questions answer themselves, and the very 
wsparity of the individual topics acquires a_ special 


interest in that it shows us the heterogeneous ingre- 
dients which now go to make up the science, or, at all 
events, which must be acquired by any one 
upon it for his livelihood. 

_And the course of study, as Lieutenant Commander 
Knight prescribes it is certainly a thorough one. The 
neophyte begins with a general notion of how the hull 
of a modern steel vessel is put together, and thence 
naturally passes to the rigging; wire, of course, largely 
replacing rope. There is an excellent chapter on sails 
and running gear, with plenty of good, ciear pictures, 
arnlicable to ships, merchant as well as naval. Then 
comes the mechanics of the sailor; derricks and shears, 
blocks and tackles and generally the handling of weights, 
The chapter on the compass, etc., is iconoclastic to a 
degree. It scorns the compass card marked by points 
which goes back to Flavio de Gioja, and perhaps twenty 
centuries earlier to the LHtruscans, and upholds the 
lately proposed and much more sensible marking by 
degrees only. It flouts the ancient logline with its red 
and white rags and leather strips with holes in them, 
and demands rational indications, and likewise plain 
talk in heu of the ancient “song of the lead.” Boats 
are exhaustively dealt with through about fifty pages, 
and it is safe to say that nothing better concerning them 
has ever been written. The same can affirmed of 
the chapters on ground tackle, and a word of cordial 
praise added for the explanatory pictures introduced. 
Then comes the piece de resistance, in the long dis- 
quisition on the steering of steamers. This is wholly 
new, and if anything were needed to show the broad 
spirit of the author, as curiously significant of his times 
as the absence of it was of the era of a couple of 
generations ago, it is that he, a naval officer of rank 
and standing, has consulted “more than forty merchant 
officers of long experience.” whose sublimated know- 
ledge he offers to his profession as the best and safest 
to be obtained. Imagine T. Ap. Catesby Jones or John 
Marston, not to mention any names nearer in point of 
time, deferring to the opinions of “merchant officers,” 
on points of professional practice! 

The “rules of the road are clearly given and ex- 
plained; there is an excellent chapter on ‘“maneu- 
vers to avoid collision;” another on “piloting,” and 
these are followed by “the handling of steamers along- 
side docks,” or in dry-docks, which is ‘based on 
the same authority as that relating to steamer steer- 
ing, and is equally new, practical and good. The modern 
theories of storms precede a discussion on the handling 
of steamers in heavy weather, and towing, and finally, 
after succinct sections on rescuing wrecked crews, 
“man overboard,” and stranding, the work closes with 
only an epitome of the glory of Luce, “making and 
taking in sail,” although enough of it for present uses. 

The book is thoroughly well done; the illustrations 
illustrate. Knight is not as picturesque ‘in expression 
as Luce, and the youngsters will look in vain for such 
poetic thoughts as “undulating like a vast serpent went 
overboard with the rest,” or Orphic utterances like 
“before the wind, studdingsails may be becalmed by a 
spoke. of the helm but the royal has no buntline,” which 
all the Service knows, or even for that terse but satis- 
fying outgiving relative to dismantling the sheers (and 
sacreu in the memory of those very old youngsters who 
studied the first and earliest edition), the famous “Or 
they may be got down.” 

None the less, Knight has the gift of clear expression 
in an almost ideal degree. There is never any doubt as 
to his meaning, and his incisive logical way of putting 
things ought to make easy the —— and remember- 
ing of them. Sefore he wrote this book he had already 
achieved an enviable reputation as a seaman; having 
written, he has enhanced it. 

she trumpet remains still, thank God, in the hands of 
the venerable seaman who taught all how to use it, 
but when the time comes for that long, faithful and 
most honorable watch to be relieved, it will pass 
into the handg of one who has surely shown that to 
to receive it is his right. ‘ 

The adoption of Lieut. Commander Knight’s work 
as the text book on its subject at the Naval Academy, 
of course makes it the laureate so far as our Service 
is concerned; but it is safe to predict that it will ulti- 
mately find a far wider audience than the United States 
Navy can afford, and for years to come play its part 
in teaching not some men, but all men of the sea, the 
noble art of handling the great power which nations 
entrust to their keeping. ‘

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THE NEW ORDER OF “THE DRAGON.”

The Military Order of the Dragon had its inception 
and came into being in a certain corner of the ‘Temple 
of-Land and Grain, which is in a compound by itself, 
approached by a fine avenue of trees, just across) the 
moat from the Forbidden City. The Temple of Aneestry 
on the east and the Temple of Land and Grai:f om the 
west stand as sentinels flanking the great Wa Meén, 
where Emperors used to sit and look down upon the 
world. Large mats had been suspended between the 
lacquered pillars to divide our ‘quarters. Oamp-teds 
were arranged where they best suited our comfort. 
These, with sundry tables and chairs, completed the 
transformation of this temple for the. time being into 
the headquarters of the 9th Infantry. In the evenings 
when the cold winds blew in through the gaping win- 
dows, a little group of officers and one correspondent 
used to gather around a certain table, just below a 
phenomenon of Chinese architecture—a pillar that 
on nothing but never fell—amd in conversation by 
grees the rough idea took shape which has now grown 
into a great organization.that is becoming international 
in its membership. 

The Military Order of the Dragon was formed to 
perpetuate the memory of the China relief expedition, 
and its original membership is limited to officers of the 
Army and Navy and certain civilians who accompanied 
the relief forces in China or served with the troops in 
China between determined dates. A hereditary class 
of membership has been created, similar to that in the 
Loyal Legion. A class of honorary members has been 
added, which takes in the officers of the allied forces. 
At the moment of writing the British membership is 
almost as great as the American. Before the Order 
uas reached its final proportions, it , will probably in- 


clude Army officers of every nation represented in a. 
General Chaffee has been elected president, and he is 
taking an active interest in the international aspect of 


the organization. It is doubtful if anything it 
exists at the present moment. Nothing could more elo- 
quently ~roclaim the splendid feeling which has ‘sprang 
up between the British and American officers here than 
the hearty manner in which the British officers have 
come forward, and their pleasure in becoming members 
of what is really an American order, tho it is as- 
suming an international character. 

The order has adopted a constitution, elected office- 
holders and formed committees, which are regularly 
carrying on its businéss. A design for a medallion of a 
dragon rampant has been accepted. Yellow and blue, 
the Chinese imperial colors, have been aioe into the 
design, and are the colors of the order. e full sig- 
nificance of the order is only now revealing-itself, and 
those who are lucky enough to be members can be justly 
proud of the distinction. . Parte 2?

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What a French service paper calls a “remarkable 
feat” was the ride of Lieutenant de Saint-Bon, of the 
ist Hussars of the French Army.

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AMERICANIZING “AMERICA.” 


In our issue of June 22 we had something to say on 
the altering of national airs and the unsingable (if we 
may use the word) character of the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” We are in receipt of a copy of a new “‘America”— 
our old familiar “My Country, "Tis of Thee’—set to 
a melody composed by Herbert Johnson, who, in a letter 
accompanying it, says: “I feel that now is the time to 
bring before the American people an American ‘Amer- 
iea.’”’ Mr. Johnson goes on to explain that every clergy- 
man, statesman, litterateur and scholar with whom he 
has conversed has acknowledged that the words of 
“America” should be our national hymn, but the alli- 
ance of American sentiment with an English air, and 
that the very tune of England’s national song, raised 
in his mind the query why there should be such an 
association, and this question pursued his thought till 
it compelled him to write this new setting. Of it 
Mr. Johnson, who is at the head of Johnson’s Quin- 
tette Club of Boston, and is a widely known singer, 
says: “If I should arouse in the hearts of the young 
as well as the old any increased love for the land of 
their nativity, my work will have received more than 
its just reward.” 

To approach such a task in such a spirit is the first 
step toward succeeding. The music is published for 
instrument and voice by the Waldo Music Company, 
235 West Newton street, Boston. The melody is in 
march time and three flats. We distinguish in it a 
strong flavor of modern hymnology, notably in the 
closing measure, which are a reproduction of the ending 
of the well-known Protestant hymn known as “Ariel.” 
The piece lacks impressiveness and is too jinglish for 
a national hymn. Other faults such as repeated lines 
are noticeable. Mr. Johnson says that his views about 
the unsuitability of the present time of America are 
commonly held by the people. If he will read our ar- 
ticle of June 22 he will see that, although so established 
a musical authority as Gen. Horatio C. King of Brook- 
lyn condemned the present “America” before a meet- 
ing of the Daughters of the Revolution, the gathering

promptly voted to stand by the old tune. 
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BIG SHOES FOR LITTLE SOLDIERS. 


Is it possible that the lovely senoritas of Porto Rico 
will change the style of the Army shoe? Such an 
event is not unlikely according to the “News” of San 
Juan, which says: “The big, flat; square-toed Army 
shoe is evidently not well liked by the Porto Riean 
soldiers. A pair of the ‘clodhopper’ shoes on the smal! 
foot of the native soldier is not a beautiful object to 
the eye of the senoritas, so the men often refuse to 
wear them—when the officers, are not looking. Many 
of the objectionable shoes find their way to shoemakers’ 
shops where they are made over into the more popular 
pointed toe style.” 

More than one metropolitan custom has been changed 
by provincial influences, and it might happen that 
Porto Rico’s tastes would change the Army style 
were it not that there has been a steady drift in Am- 
erican life in the last decade toward broad, sensible 
footwear, away from the narrow monstrosities of the 
toothpick-toe days. The increasing popular information 
on hygienic matters is rendering less and less likely 
any reversion to the mincing gait of other days. Against 
the fondness of senoritas for dainty footgear is to be 
placed the American girl’s tendency toward the big easy 
shoe as a healthful change from the high-heeled French 
abomination. When the island ladies shall come to 
indulge in athletic sports like the women of America, 
perhaps the Army shoe they despise to-day will appear 
to them as a concomitant of manliness and as an evi- 
dence that their island beaux are literally treading in 
the footsteps of their stalwart Northern brethren in 
arms.

We are indebted to Prof. E. W. Rawson, U. 8S. N., 
Superintendent of Naval War Records, for an advance 
print of Series I., Vol. 12, Naval War Records. This 
fiscal year will probably complete the publication of 
half the volumes, which, we think, are growing in inter- 
est as we approach the South Atlantic operations, and 
the following volumes, covering the operations of the 
West Gulf Squadrons and the Mississippi, will increase 
the interest in this work, for which there is a constaut 
demand which cannot be supplied. The distribu- 
tion was mainly in the hands of the Fifty-third Con- 
gress, and the sets are with difficulty obtainable at the 
present time. The present volume covers the reports 
for the North Atlantic Blockading Squadron from Feb. 
2 to Aug. 3, 1865, and those of the South Atlantic from 
Oct. 29, 1861, to May 13, 1862. One hundred and thirty- 
four vessels served in the North Atlantic during this 
period, varying in size from picket-boats of 60 tons to 
the ironclads Dictator, New Ironsides and Roanoke, of 
3,033, 3,486 and 3,435 tons respectively. In the South 
Atlantic during the period covered were 60 vessels, the 
smallest being the schooner G. W. Blunt, of 121 tons, 
and the largest the Vermont, of 2,633 tons. The vol- 
ume has nine maps and sketches. 
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We referred some weeks ago to the value to medicine 
of the studies by our Army surgeons of the diseases 
of the Philippines. The New York “Medical News” 
of July 13 says these researches have thrown light 
on certain disputed points in etiology and clinical forms 
of dysentery. The “News” points out that American 
observations in the Philippines appear to settle defi- 
nitely the status of amebic dysentery. It thinks there 
is no room for reasonable doubt that certain forms of 
amebae are pathogenic for man and productive of 
dysentery as well as liver abscess. This question has 
been very much discussed of late years. To our med- 
ical contemporary the most interesting fact in the in- 
vestigations in the Philippines is the hope of a cura- 
tive serum for acute dysentery. This disease is usual- 
ly very fatal in its ravages and has always been the 
main cause why armies at all times have lost more 
men by sickness than by bullets. The diagnostic value 
of the serum reaction seems to be beyond question. 
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A British colonel, who writes to the “Army and Navy 
Gazette,” is reconciled to the disappearance of the lance, 
which he thinks is inevitable, but he is not so ready to 
part with the bayonet, or even with the sword, of which 
he says: “Its entire abolition as a military weapon cat 
hardly be conceived while armies and States continue 
what they are. The Sword of State is one of the prized 
regalia of this kingdom. The sword is at once the sym 
bol of authority, military power and justice. By it the 
monarch confers knightly honors. It has its time 
honored place in the great ceremonies of the State, im 
cluding the coronation of the sovereign, and is borne be 
fore kings, lords and governors. Nevertheless the re 
tention of the sword, as well as that of the bayonet, can 
not conceal the truth that their value as offensive military 
weapons has very largely diminished, and that the oppor- 
tunities for their effective employment in the field will, 
in future, be comparatively rare.” 
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The transport Indiana, which arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on July 16, made a record, bringing over the larg- 
est number of prisoners ever brought from the Phil- 
ippines at one time, 188, of whom 51 have already 
completed their sentences in the Philippines, and the 
remaining 137 are to serve terms varying from one to 
thirty years, including four murderers with life sen- 
tences. These four are Edwin M. Brodie, James F. 
Coffey, John H. Schmidt and Frank McRae. John 
Joyce, one of the prisoners, is to serve twenty years 
for desertion. In the batch were three commissary 
sergeants implicated in the frauds unearthed in Manila. 
They are John Meston, Charles Woodcock and Henry 
Wilson. Meston is under two years’ sentence, and the 
others have three years to serve. The wives of Meston 
and Woodcock returned on the Indiana as passengers. 
The prisoners gave little trouble during the trip until 
near the end, when, according to press advices, a 
number of the most desperate men succeeded in stowing 
themselves away in the hold, evidently expecting to be 
overlooked. They were ferreted out. The other pas- 
sengers included 231 discharged soldiers, 15 discharged 
seamen, 5 soldiers to be retired and 5 soldiers on fur- 
lough. 
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The next meeting of the Board of Ordnance and For- 
tification of the Army will be held at the War Depart- 
ment Aug. 1. The headquarters of the board have 
been moved from the Lemon Building in Washington 
to the War Department. General Randolph has also 
moved the headquarters of the Artillery Corps from 
the offices of the Lieutenant General Commanding the 
Army to more commodious rooms in another part of 
the War Department. The Board of Ordnance and 
Fortification will, at its next meeting, finally deter 
mine the date for the test of field guns, with a view to 
the adoption of a type for the Army. Little has been 
heard relative to this test recently, the reason being 
that few of the competitors had notified the board that 
they were in readiness for the test. Much interest is 
centered in the forthcoming test, as it is expected that 
several foreign ordnance concerns will enter guns for 
trial. The Ordnance Department will probably have 
three guns in the test, and Capt. I. N. Lewis, of the 
Artillery, and the present recorder of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications, will enter his gun, which 
in its principal features resembles the famous French 
ficld gun, 
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Every other Weduesday at the Army and Navy Club 
of Manila is “Ladies’ Day,” and the ladies enjoy a very 
dainty collation, followed, generally, by a dance. There 
is also organized among the Army people stationed in 
Manila/a cotillion club, said to be very promising. The 
recent trip of the U. 8. S. Solace brought over five or 
six Navy ladies, thus adding to the number of naval 
representatives in Manila. Already, at Cavite, the naval 
contingent have a golf club, a social club, and have given 
quite a number of dances and other entertainments. 
Ever and anon, ladies have been entertained on some 
vessel of the fleet. Miss Tower and Dr. and Mrs. 
Cox, all of the Army, were entertained on the 
Yorktown May 31. Surgeon Guthrie gave a ‘‘tiffin” to 
Dr, and Mrs. Cox and the two Misses Goodman on board 
the flagship last week. The officers of the New York 
eitertained the garrison of Olongapo Wednesday, June 
12. Lieutenant Commander Reeves (Chief Engineer), 
of the New York, contemplates giving a sociable on 
board the New York soon. 





A correspondent on the Asiatic Station says: “Presi- 
dent Fillmore in 1853 intrusted: Commodore Perry with 
a letter to the ruler of Japan, the object being to estab- 
lish international relations, especially with the view 
of protecting shipwrecked mariners. He induced the 
Japanese to sign their first foreign treaty at Kanagawa, 
March 1, 1854; and from that time to the present the 
Japanese ‘have entertained a warm place in their hearts 
for the Americans, because they know that to them 
they owe their wonderful progress towards being a 
recognized world’s power. Rear Admirai Frederick 
Rodgers, who is now in command of the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, and who is a relative of this Commodore Perry, 
will sail for Japan on or about July 1, to be present at 
the unveiling of the Perry monument, which event 
will take place at Mississippi Bay, near Yokohama, 
Japan, July 14, 1901. This event is of special interest 
to a few of the officers now attached to the flag ship 
New York, as not only was Admiral Rodger’s father 
with Perry, but the Admiral is a near relative. Cap- 
tain Mackenzie's father and Surgeon Guthrie’s also, 
were officers attached to Perry’s squadron at the time.” 





The Philippine Commission has had appointed through 
the Insular Division of the War Department a large 
number of teachers for duty in the Philippines. Presi- 
dent Hadley, of Yale University, requested the War 
Department to appoint as one of the representatives of 
Yale Mr. Harry W. McCauley, who was graduated there 
in 1888, with honor in Latin, Greek and Hebrew, and 
the appointment has been made and accepted, and Mr. 
MeCauley was to sail from San Francisco for Manila 
on the transport Thomas July 23. Since leaving Yale 
he has acquired a fluent knowledge of French and Span- 
ish. At the outbreak of the Spanish War, while con- 
nected with the Denver “Republican,” he enlisted in 
the 1st Colorado Volunteers, serving as a corporal until 
the muster-out,of his regiment in September, 1899, 
being engaged in the taking of Manila and the Filipino 
insurrection following. Having had service in the Phil- 
ippines, and with knowledge of the Spanish language, 
Mr. McCauley will doubtless render very efficient ser- 
vice. He is a brother of Col. C. A. H. McCauley, D. Q. 
M. G., U. 8. A., who sailed from San Francisco for 
Manila on the Grant July 16, 1901.

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Speaking recently on the appointment of the board 
to locate a first-class naval station in Porto Rico, the 
“News” of San Juan, P. R., declared it would be poor 
judgment to build the station at any other point than 
San Juan Harbor. Miraflores Island and the main- 
land adjacent back of San Antonio Station, it says, 
is the logical and best site for the station. The widen- 
ing and deepening of the channel, in its opinion, should 
be undertaken by the U. 8. Government independently 
of naval station considerations, as this expenditure, 
aside from the strategic feature, would be a good and 
legitimate investment for the Government. The “News” 
“The principal naval station and yard of 
the West Indies should be located here. Porto Rico 
belongs to and is territory of the United States. Cuba 
is not. Cuba has no claim upon Congress for any ex- 
penditure for her benefit. Porto Rico has, and she 
should be given all the benefits that go with being at- 
tached to the United States.”

There are also thirty maps and diagrams 
scattered through the volume and seventeen smaller cuts 
appearing in the text; fifty-seven illustrations in all. 











The Quartermaster’s Department has finally found a 
khaki dye for chambray shirt material which will with- 
stand any perspiration test to which it may be submitted. 
Considerable difficulty has been experienced in obtaining 
a dye which was satisfactory in this regard, and com- 
plaints on this subject have been received from time 
to time from the troops serving in tropical countries 
For the present there will not be any issue of cham- 
bray shirts of the khaki color, as the blue chambray is 
giving fairly good satisfaction, but it is the intention 
to eventually make issues entirely aloug this line. 


The Aparri “News,” which began as a sort of diary 
of the 16th Infantry, has succeeded ‘so well away up 
on the extreme northern shore of Luzon that it has 
been materially enlarged, leaving its diary days, we 
hope, forever behind it, and becoming a real regimental 
publication.’ It says: “The Army of the United States. 
has entered upon a new era; it has left its long accus- 
tomed place of utter obscurity and has succeeded in 
focusing the eyes of not only the United States, but 
also of the entire world upon itself.” 











We received:a despatch on Monday, July 22, from 
Gibraltar, announcing the arrival there on that day of 
the U. 8S.

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GENDPRAL RANDALL'S REPORT ON ALASKA. 


The annual report for 1900 of Brig. Gen. George M. 
Randall, commanding the Department of Alaska, dated 
Headquarters, Fort St. Michael, Sept. 20, 1900, throws 
a bit of humor into the description of how he found 
things on his arrival in June, 1900, at Nome, where, 
he says, a great many people had come “for the purpose 
of locating in permanent business, others to work the 
beach and still another class to work their fellow man.” 
Acting on the request of the citizens as expressed by 
the Chamber of Commerce the military assumed con- 
trol. The report says Capt. W. A. Bethel, U. 8. A., 
acting J. A. of the Department, “deserves great credit 
for his ability in adjudicating the differences” between 
rival claimants to property. Major R. G. Ebert, U. 8. 
A., chief surgeon of the Department, was put in charge 
of the sanitation of the town. Lieut. D. H. Jarvis, 
U. S. R. C. S., established a pest hospital on the out- 
break of smallpox. Lieut. J. C. Cantwell, U. 8. R. S. 
S., enforced quarantine regulations and “this duty a 
performed in a conscientious and wholly creditable 
manner.” 

At Bluff City on Norton Sound there was trouble over 
rival claim hunters, and Capt. E. 8. Walker, 8th Inf., 
was directed to make an- investigation, and Lieut. 
Erickson, 7th Inf., with a detachment of twelve mon. 
was placed there. Lieut. R. S. Offley, 7th Inf., wit 
a detachment of thirty_men, was ordered to take sta- 
tion at Council City, Fish River, to enforce law and 
order. General Randall favors the establishment of 
a permanent military post in Southeastern Alaska, 
Skagway being preferred. The suggested site for the 
post now located on the island at St. Michael’s Harbor 
the General considers objectionable on account of its ex- 
posed position. The necessity, he thinks, is apparent 
for erecting storehouses for the Q. M. and Commissary 
Departments at St. Michael. The purchase of two stern- 
wheel river steamers, each of about 300 tons, is recom- 
mended, and the report holds it would be a good thing 
if all coal, forage and building material intended for 
posts in Northern Alaska be started from Seattle not 
later than June 15. General Randall favors the laying 
of a cable from Seattle via Juneau and Skagway to 
Valdez. The advantages of a life-saving station In the 
vicinity of Nome is_ set forth and several lighthouses 
are recommended. The report holds that it would be 
better if the headquarters of the department were es- 
tablished at some point to the southward in Alaska or 
on Puget Sound, and the establishment of a military 
reservation at Dutch Harbor, with a view to establish- 
ing thereon a coaling station for government vessels 
plying in Alaskan waters, 1s recommended. ; , 

There is a pathetic portion of the report; namely, 
that dealing with the condition of the Eskimos, who 
after having fed and cared for the adventurous white 
man for years are now in danger of extinction. “The 
tales of charity that could be told of the Eskimos, he 
says, “would be a powerful plea in their behalf.’ Where 
there were hundreds a few years ago only a scattered 
few now remain. The ravages of disease and the 
searcity of food and fuel have wiped them out. The 
rush of white men has brought with it the almost com- 
plete disappearance of the game and fur-bearing ani- 
mais upon which the native used to depend for suste- 
nance. Lieut. D. H. Jarvis, R. C. 8., on the tug Meteor 
was sent to aid the distressed natives near Nome. He 
gathered together about 100, who were placed in a camp 
at Nome, where they received provisions and medical 
care. The report says: ‘“The resolute manner in which 
Lieutenant Jarvis made preparation for the relief of 
the natives has won for him the highest praise from 
those who are familiar with the situtation.” — 

Calling attention to the fact that in the United States 
provision is made by the Government for the Indians, 
General Randall recommends that the Government af- 
ford relief for the native Eskimos. At the same time 
he suggests that the time has passed when the Gov- 
ernment should extend general aid to the venturesome 
classes of white men who go to Alaska. The prospect 
of this kind of aid induces a large influx of worthless 

-ople. 1 
"Gesswal Randall says: “2d Lieut. Wallace M. Craigie, 
7th Inf., commanding the detachment at Nome during 
the winter of 1899 and 1900, deserves credit for the 
ealm and firm manner displayed in conducting affairs. 
Capt. Charles G. French, 7th Inf., commanding Co. F 
of this regiment, has been in command of the sub- 
post in Nome since June 29. He has handled the situ- 
ation very ably, and while being firm in the adminis- 
tration of justice and in the enforcement of law and 
order, has retained the good will of all. The depart- 
ment staff officers and my personal aides have at all 
times given me their energetic and loyal support and 
have rendered efficient and commendable service in the 
work of their several departments.” . 

The appended reports are by Capt. W. P. Richard- 
son, Sth Inf., A. A. A. G.; Chief Surgeon R. G. Ebert, 
U. S. A.; A. A. Surgeon R. J. Marsh, post surgeon; 
Capt. H. W. Hovey, 24th Inf., on the Porcupine coun- 
try; Capt. James B. Jackson, commanding at Port Val- 
dez; Major G. 8. Bingham, Q. M., U. 8. A.; Capt. KE. 
S. Walker, Sth Inf., acting chief commissary; Major 
Frank Greene, signal officer, U. S. V. 

Surgeon Ebert reported that during the four months 
ending with June 30, 1900, there were admitted to 
sick report 201 cases. Of these 170 were for disease, 
31 for injuries. There was a loss to the service of 
1,739 days; 1,518 for disease and injury incideat to the 
service, 266 not in line of duty. The total force among 
which these casualties occurred was 39 officers, 696 
white and 96 coiored enlisted men. The principal causes 
for admission to sick report and the number of days 
lost are in the following order: Diseases affecting the 
pulmonary organs, 39 admissions, 351 days lost; rheu- 
matic complaints, 23, of which 17 are muscular rheu- 
matism, acute and chronic, with a loss of 121 days, 
and 6 rheumatic fever, acute and chronic, with 247 
days of ineffectiveness; 18 admissions for constipation, 
with a total of 73 days loss of duty; 17 cases of nose 
and pharynx, with 98 days on sick report; and 9 cases 
of vaccinia, with 31 days. The admissions and loss 
of time for diseases not in line of duty were principally 
of venereal origin or due to alcoholism, and appeared 
chiefly in the commands just entering the territory. ‘The 
colored troops seem to have a higher admission rate, 
17 in 39, and constant ineffectiveness 212 in 351 days 
lost for pulmonary disease, but the numbers are too 
limited to justify conclusions, and as these troubles 
appeared to be confined to Skagway, there may be local 
conditions to account for the situation. No epidemics 


have appeared among the troops at any station in the 
<epertmnent. Some cases of rheumatism contracted in 
t territory are most persistent, and a change of cli- 
mate is necessary. 


JUSTICE DEMANDED. 


(From the Baltimore American, July 16.) 

Elsewhere in this isste.of the ‘‘American” there is 
reprinted from the Army and Navy Journal a scathing 
denunciation of Edgar Stanton Maclay’s “History of 
the Navy.” The Army and Navy Journal has for 
thirty-five years been the official organ of the Service. 
It is ably edited by experts, and it speaks as one having 
authority. In this instance its plea is merely for jus- 
tice and fair play. It is not a partisan of Admiral 
Schley, but it believes that Mr. Maclay has transgressed 
all the rules that should guide the historian. Nor does 


it hesitate to say in plainest terms that the book is a 
partisan document instead of a true history. The case 
it presents in behalf of Admiral Schley is so strong 
that it should confuse the Navy Department with igno- 
miny to think it ever gave this book its indorsement. 

Singularly enough, the estimates placed upon this 

k by the Army and Navy Journal and by the Ameri- 
can, in its issue of Sunday, are identical. So also 
are the conclusions reached. In common with the 
American, speaking as a civilian critic, the Army and 
Navy Journal, speaking as the official organ of the 
Service, demands that this book be disavowed by the 
Navy Department, and excluded from the Naval 
Academy. If this is not done, then the only alternative 
is for the Navy Department to take —— to substanti- 
ate the charges Maclay makes against Schley. As the 
thing now stands, the publication of this book, written 
by a civilian critic, but approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy, has, as the Army and Navy Journal remarks, 
‘presented the severest ible arraignment of a Navy 
Department which could permit honors to be bestowed 
upon such an obvious liar and coward as Maclay de- 
clares Schley to be.” Here is expert opinion in support 
of The American’s conclusions, expressed on Sunday 
and reiterated editorially yesterday, viz.: 

That in justice to itself, to Schley, to the Navy and 
to the country, the Navy Department must at once 
either disavow this book and exclude it from the Naval 
Academy or order Schley before a court-martial on 
the charges which, with its approval, Maclay makes 
against that gallant officer. he Navy is not big 
enough to hold both Schley in an honored uniform and 
this book as its standard history. One or the other must 
go.

GENERAL MERRITT ON HAZING. 


In the Army and Navy Journal of June 8, 1901, we 
published a letter from the West Point correspondent 
of the New York “Sun” in which was given a quota- 
tion of remarks by Gen. Wesley Merritt on the subject 
of hazing. The remarks of the General were clearly 
distinguished from those of the correspondent by single 
quotations within double quotations (“ ‘xxx’ ”’), which is 
the customary method, the remarks of the correspond- 
ent being marked by double quotations (“xxx”). In 
a letter just received from the Hotel Alleesaal Langen- 
Schwalbach, Nassau, Germany, dated July 10, 1901, 
General Merritt expresses some apprehension lest the 
remarks of the correspondent may be taken as his own. 
He says: “I know nothing as to the history of the 
action of officers in command of the Academy after I 
left there in 1887, and I did not make any comments 
on their administrations. I am very far from comment- 
ing on the administrations of those who preceded or 
succeeded me in command at the Academy.” 

What General Merritt said on the occasion referred 
to, and all that he said, as the quotation marks in our 
paper of July 8 will show, was the following: 

“The action that has been taken was precisely the 
proper action, and the only danger is that there may 
be some modification of it. If it is permitted to stand, 
it means more to eradicate hazing than anything that 
has been done in years. The attitude the cadets had 
assumed here with their ‘agreements’ and their ‘under- 
standing’ with their superiors was preposterous. I 
think the class organizations have a good deal to do 
with it. The class organizations, with their class 
cheers and other nonsense are something new since my 
time. I understand that the class presidents issue order 
for the government of the classes, and I even have been 
informed that on one occasion the first (senior) class 
issued such an order for the government of the entire 
corps. In other words, the cadets sit in judgment on 
the orders of their superiors and talk about ‘compro- 
mises’ and ‘agreements’ about the enforcement of regu- 
lations. 

“— do not say that there are not too many rules and 
regulations, that the cadet is not too much bound hand 
and foot with them. I am inclined to think that may be 
the case. But that has nothing whatever to do with 
conduct such as has been just now punished. 

“During the time I was Superintendent there I found 
that my efforts to eradicate hazing were hampered by 
the action of members of the Academic Board. In fact, 
I was on one occasion strongly tempted to bring two 
members of the Academic Board to court-martial for 
encouraging insubordination. I did cause the removal 
of one or two of the professors. Then the women have 
a bad influence upon_the cadets in this respect—the 
mothers and sisters, I mean. Of course, the women 
sustain the authorities, but they sympathize with the 
cadets. This has had a tendency to encourage the cadets 
in hazing and kindred breaches of discipline.”

There is not a better authority on pack train equip- 
ment in the Army than Lieut. Col. H. L. Scott, accord. 
ing to the Havana “Post.” He has not only made 
the matter a study, but he has himself arranged the 
saddle for the pack mule and learned the art from the 
bottom. He has always been confident that the Aparejo 
pack saddle is the best. This saddle has been handed 
down from the Arabs and was used centuries ago in 
Spain. From Spain it came to Mexico and then into 

Rockies, where it was used by the United States 


Army. 

There is re saddle known as the Moore, which 
has been wu by the Army. There is an officer at 
Puerto Principe, Cuba, says the Havana scribe, who has 
great faith in the Moore saddle, and as it is necessary 
for the Government to purchase a great many pack 
saddles annually, it was decided to make a test in the 
department of Cuba. The order for the test was issued 
from department headquarters. Fifteen mules_bearing 
the Moore saddle were selected from Puerto Princi 
and fifteen mules for the Aparejo saddle were brought 
there from Holguin. 

The conditions were that each mule was to bear, in 
addition to the saddle, a load of 225 pounds, and they 
were to make at least 25 miles each day. An expert in 
pack train equipment, who is in the service here, was 
to judge the merits of the two saddles. A despatch 
received at General Wood’s headquarters in Havana 
on July 9, says the paper, announced that the officer 
who favored the Moore saddle had given the contest up, 
whereupon these headlines graced the ‘‘Post’s’”’ columns: 
“Scott beat him out. He knows too much about pack 
train saddles to get left.” 





RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Samuel T. Cushing, U. S. A., retired, 
formerly Commissary General of Subsistence, died at 
Washington, D. C., July 21, 1901. He was appointed 
to the Military Academy from Rhode Island in 1855, 
and was graduated a brevet 2d lieutenant of the 10th 
Infantry July 1, 1860. He served through the Civil 
War, near the close of which he was brevetted major 
for faithful and meritorious services. He entered the 
commissary branch in 1863 as a captain and rose to 
the rank of brigadier general and commissary general 
of subsistence Jan. 28, 1898. He was retired on April 
21, 1898, for disability in the line of duty. He was 
the first Regular officer detailed for duty with the 
Signal Corps of the Army at the outbreak of the Civil 
War, and at Fredericksburg, Va., established the first 
line of magnetic telegraph ever used in actual warfare 
and exposed to the enemy’s fire. 

At the funeral ceremonies over the remains of Major 
Gen. Daniel Butterfield, U. S. V., at West Point, N. 
Y., the 12th N. G. N. Y., in command of Colonel Dyer, 
had the right of line: Other organizations parading 
were Lafayette Post of New York City, members of 
the Military Order Loyal Legion and of the Army of 
the Potomac, the United States Military Academy field 
battery of artillery, composed of cadets, under command 
of Captain Greble; the Military Academy detachment 
of cavalry, under command of Captain Sands; the offi- 
ciating clergyman, the caisson bearing the body, the 
friends in carriages, and lastly the battalion of cadets 
with side arms only. As soon as the column began to 
move a salute of thirteen minute guns was fired by the 
field battery at a distant part of the plains. Arriving 
at the cemetery, the body was transferred from the 
caisson to the place of interment by a detail from Co. 
M, Engineers, and lowered to its final resting place. 
The chaplain of Lafayette Post then read the burial 
service of that order and the Rev. Floyd Jones offered 
up a prayer, at the conclusion of which the assemblage 
joined in the Lord’s Prayer. Then three volleys of 
musketry were fired over the grave by the entire 12th 
Regiment and the bugler sounded taps. During the 
ceremonies, some twenty-five cadets were overcome 
with the heat, and some five men of the 12th Regi- 
ment. The sufferers all received prompt aid from 
the Hospital Corps of the 12th Regiment. 

Andrew J. Frank, who died in Washington, D. C., 
July 17, was for a number of years prior to the out- 
break of the Civil War a sailing master for the U. 5. 
Coast Survey, but after the war began he entered the 
regular Navy. He was soon promoted, reaching even- 
tually the highest of the warrant positions. He took 
part in many of the naval battles along the James 

iver and with the North Atlantic Squadron, and was 
frequently complimented for meritorious services. 

Mrs. 8S. Maria Cleary, daughter of the late Judge 
Charles Ff. Keith, of Athens, Tenn., and wife of Col. 
P. J. A. Cleary, Asst. Surgeon General, U. 8. Army, 
died at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, on July 16. Mrs. 
Cleary had been a sufferer for months with a complica- 
tion of diseases, which baffled the best skill of the medi- 
cal profession. She was indeed a woman that to know 
was to love, and her gentle Christian character endeared 
her to all who had the honor of her acquaintance. 

Referring to the death of Lieut. Charles McClure, 
Jr., of the 30th U. 8. Infantry, on the Ist of July, in 
the Philippine Islands, of dysentry, the Pennsylvania 
‘*Methodist” says: “He was born at Sioux City, Iowa, 
was the son of Col. Charles McClure, Paymaster, U 
S. Army, and a grandson of Gen. George W. Getty, 
U. 8S. Army, retired, who made a splendid record in 
the Mexican and Civil Wars, and on the paternal side 
he was descended from the best of Pennsylvania stock. 
He was a grandson of the late Hon. Charles McClure, 
who was Secretary of the Commonwealth during the 
second administration of Governor Porter, and several 
terms represented the Cumberland-Franklin-Perry dis- 
trict in Congress, and a great-grandson of the late Chief 
Justice John Bannister Gibson. His great-granduncle, 
the late Gen. George Gibson, was for many years 
Commissary General of the U. 8S.

G. O. 9%, JULY 2%, H. Q. A., A. G. O. 

By direction of the Secretary of War the regulations 
and decisions pertaining to the uniform of the Army of 
~ United States (4th Edition, 1900) are amended as 
ohows: 











Officers. 
Undress Coats for All Officers. (Paragraph 2, Page 9.) 


Artillery—Two crossed cannon of present design, 1 
inch high, of gold or gilt metal or embroidered in gold, 
oval at intersection having a plain scarlet center, accord- 
ing to pattera in the office of the Quartermaster General. 
Chapeau or Helmet (Full Dress). (Paragraph 9, Page 13.) 

Helmet for all mounted officers of Artillery, Infantry 
and Cavalry—According to pattern in the office of the 
Quartermaster General. Body: Of cork or other suit- 
able material, covered with black cloth or black felt, at 
the option of the wearer. Trimmings: Cord and tassel, 
top piece and plume socket, chain chin-strap and hooks, 
eagle with motto and crossed cannon, rifles or sabers, al! 
gilt; plume of buffalo hair—white for Infantry, yellow 
for Cavalry and scarlet for Artillery. For Infantry and 
Cavalry the number of the regiment on the shield iu 
white metal. 

Helmet for all officers of Infantry and Artillery, not 
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mounted—Same as above with spike, omitting the cord 
and tassel, plume and plume socket. 

The helmet cords will be attached to the left side of 
the helmet and come down to the left shoulder, where 
they are held together by a slide, one cord then passed 
to the front and the other to the rear of the neck, cross- 
ing upon the right shoulder and passing separately 
around to the front and rear of the right arm, where 
they are again united and held together by a slide under 
the arm; the united cords then cross the breast and are 
looped up to the upper button on the left side of the coat. 

Shoulder Knots. (Paragraph 14, Page 19.) 

Officers of Cavalry, Infantry and Artillery—Of the 
same pattern as for staff corps, but on cloth of the same 
color as the facings of their arm, with number of regi- 
ment embroidered in silver and insignia of rank on the 
cloth ground of the pad, according to pattern deposited 
in the office of the Gunvtreumaier General. For Artil- 
lery, crossed cannon of gold or gilt metal, same pattern 
as worn on undress coat, replace the regimental number 
on the pad, except for a colonel, who will wéar the 
device on the knot midway between the upper fastening 
and the pad. When the full dress coat is worn by officers 
on duty the prescribed epaulets or shoulder knots will be 
attached. 

Horse Furniture. Saddle Cloths. (Par. 27, Page 27.) 

All other officers—Dark blue cloth, lined with canvas, 
according to pattern in the office of the Chief of Ord- 
nanee, worn under the saddle; number of regiment (ex- 
cept for officers of Artillery, who will wear the metal 
insignia prescribed for undress coats 2% inches high) in 
enamel leather figures 2 inches in length on each flank 
corner; edge trimmed with enamel leather 1% inches 
wide; edges and figures of the same color as the trim- 
mings of their respective arms.

White Duck Clothing. (Paragraph 37, Page 35.) 

Bleached cotton duck clothing, consisting of sack coat 
and trousers, according to pattern in the office of the 
(Quartermaster General, is furnished to troops in extreme 
southern latitudes. The number of regiment or device 
of staff corps, and in the Artillery the number of battery 
or company, in yellow metal, will be worn on each side 
of the coat collar 1 inch from its edge and midway of its 
height. These articles will be charged at cost -prices. 
They do not form part of the annual money allowance. 

This clothing will also be provided for all members of 
the Hospital Corps on ward. duty. 

Helmet for Full Dress. (Paragraph 45, Page 37.) 

All mounted Troops and Band Musicians—Body of 
black felt, or other suitable material, as per pattern in 
the office of the Quartermaster General, with leather 
chin strap.

All enlisted men—Campaign hat of drab-colored felt, 
with worsted hat cord conforming in color to arm of 
Service, with number of regiment and letter of company 
in front, except enlisted men of the Artillery Corps, who 
will wear the number of their batteries or companies, 
and the enlisted men of the Corps of Engineers, who 
will wear the letter of their companies, all according to 
patterns in the office of the Quartermaster General; to 
be worn in the field, at target practice, and in garrison 
only at drills, on fatigue and stable duty, and in in- 
clement weather, at the discretion of the commanding 
oflicer. 

The wearing of campaign hats in any other than their 
original shape, as indicated below, is prohibited. (That

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THE SCHLEY COURT OF INQUIRY. 


It appears from a letter published in another column 
that Rear Admiral W. 8. Schley, U. 8S. Navy, has re- 
ferred to the Navy Department the question as to what 
action is required in view of the attacks upon his repu- 
tation contained in the volume published by Edgar Stan- 
ton Maclay and entitled “A History of the United 
States Navy,” which we reviewed in our issue of July 
July 13, calling attention to its attacks on Admiral 
Schley. Admiral Schley does not ask specifically 
for a court of inquiry, but the Department decided that 
the ordering of such a court is the proper course, and 
Admiral Dewey and Rear Admirals L. A. Kimberly 
and A. E. K. Benham were appointed members of the 
court with Capt. 8, C. Lemly, Judge Advocate General, 
U. 8S. N., as judge advocate. Admiral Kimberly is 
not well, and his illness may prevent his serving on 
the court. 

There can be no objection to the composition of this 
court, but there will be most decided objections if, as 
has been suggested, its deliberations are in secret, and 
we have no idea that the Department will permit any- 
thing that admits of the suggestion of star-chamber 
proceedings, however unjust they may believe such a 
characterization may be. The Sampson-Schley contro- 
versy, as it is called, has already been so thoroughly 
discussed in public that no harm can come from further 
publicity. The inquiry ordered may serve a_ useful 
purpose, yet we doubt whether it will affect the judg- 
mcuts of those who are already committed to decided 
opinions. 

Though Admiral Schley has finally decided to take 
action which he must have understood would result in 
a court of inquiry, we can see no merit in the criticism 
rpon him for not doing this before, as his action, or 
iuaction, has been entirely in the line of naval precedent. 
We have never had in our Navy a higher type of the 
naval officer than Samuel F. Dupont, nor one more sen- 
sitive on a point of honor. Yet Dupont, when he was 
charged by the Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Welles, in 
a letter to Congress, with three distinctly specified diso- 
bediences to orders, made no demand for a court of 
inquiry. He did not even ask to be relieved from his 
command before Charleston until he found “in the tenor 
and tone of the President’s order” what seemed to his 
sensitive nature “to imply a censure.” ‘The mere ‘‘sass- 
ing” of a Secretary did not move him, except to vigorous 
reply and protest. As for the newspaper assaults made 
upon him, he treated them with contempt, except -so 
far as he supposed them to have received the approval 
of the Department, and this even when they contained 
the charge that nine-tenths of the Admiral’s officers con- 
sidered that his attack upon Charleston was “farcical 
and its abandonment disgraceful.” 

In the case of Admiral Schley there has not only been 
no censure by the President, actual or constructive, but 
Mr. McKinley distinctly refused to make himself a 
party to the censure of the Secretary, and sent the 
name of Schley to the Senate for promotion with those 
of others, and the Senate confirmed this action. In a 
letter to the President, Secretary Long did charge Ad- 
miral Schley with “acknowledged and unwarranted diso- 
bedience of orders,” but he immediately followed this 
with the statement that this disobedience had been con- 
doned by the “glorious victory of Santiago,” and that 
Schley had been selected for promotion. Whether the 
“acknowledged disobedience” referred to was or was 
not ‘‘unwarranted” it is for the court now ordered to 
determine. To its decision this and the other questions 
involved in this unhappy controversy must now be left 
for determination. Its members have had no part in 
that controversy and no interest in it, except as it 
affects the honor of the naval Service.

LYNCH LAW FOR THE NAVY. 

The Buffalo “Express” says: “In speaking of the 
Schley case on Saturday, Secretary Lon is reported 
to have said: ‘Admiral Schley should have been court- 
martialed as soon as we learned at Washington that 
he had deliberately disobeyed his orders when search- 
ing for the Spanish ships. I suggested to the President 
that Schley’s action ought to be inquired into, but the 
President demurred, The day we learned that Schley 
had turned back was the darkest day in all the history 
of the war. President McKinley felt convinced that 
Admiral Schley had some good reason for turning 
back, and would not order a court-mattial.’ This state- 
ment of Secretary Long that Schley should have been 
court-martialed put upon him still more strongly the 
duty of demanding exoneration. It is the most severe 
statement which has yet been made by a _ superior. 
An officer who would allow such an assertion by the 
head of the Navy to pass unnoticed would offer a new 
spectacle in naval history.” 

The difficulty with this criticism is that it is based 
upon a newspaper statement which is obviously incor- 
rect. It is simply impossible that Secretary Long could 
have so disregarded the .proprieties of his position as 
to rebuke the President of the United States through 
the newspapers for not taking his. advice, and to 





make known to a newspaper reporter what he must 
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have learned in his confidential relations to the Presi- 
dent as one of. his Constitutional advisers. Secretaries 
of the Navy express their opinions of officers under 
their command only in official letters and orders. They 
are bound by the spirit, if not by the letter, of Article 
252, Navy Regulations, which provides that “No person 
belonging to the Navy or employed under the Navy 
Department shall * * * discuss in the public prints 
matters pertaining to the personnel of the naval ser- 
vice.” 

The Navy Regulations further provide that “the au- 
thority to punish offenses being strictly defined by law, 
no deviation from the limits prescribed will be tole- 
rated.” We are not aware that an attack upon an 
officer through the newspapers, whatever may be his 
offense, is among the punishments prescribed by law. 
Assaults upon an officer’s reputation, except in the 
methods prescribed by law, are in the nature of the 
processes of Judge Lynch, where public clamor, the ex- 
aggerated reports of newspapers and personal jealousies 
and hostilities are substituted for a trial on sworn evi- 
dence, before an impartial jury, guided by a just and 
wholly unbiased Judge. We do not purpose that Lynch 
law methods shall prevail in the naval or military 
Services, so far as it is in our power to prevent it by re- 
moustrance and by calling the attention of officers to 
the high standards by -which they are bound. It is a 
well recognized principle of military propriety that when 
an officer is not prepared to take the responsibility for 
official action against another he holds his tongue—at 
least in public. 

If it is apparent that the Secretary of the Navy has 
been misrepresented by the newspapers, it is equal- 
ly apparent that Admiral Sampson could never have 
said, as he is reported to have said, that “Schley should 
have gotten away from there (Cienfuegos) thirty-six 
hours before he did. He neglected orders, discbeyed, 
and did not get away quick enough.” No Admiral of 
any Navy who had due respect for himself and for the 
service to which he belongs would choose a newspaper 
as a medium for bringing a charge of disobedience of 
orders against an officer under his command. There 
is but one proper method of doing this, and that is 
strictly defined by Navy Regulations. The case was 
well stated by Secretary Long in his letter of April, 
1900, addressed to Capt. French E. Chadwick, U. 8S. N. 
The Secretary said: “It appears from your letter that 
in your interview with Mr. Atkins, whom you knew 
to be a newspaper correspondent, you spoke of a fellow 
officer, your senior in rank, in a way calculated to 
bring him into contempt. You knew this to be a viola- 
tion of the Navy Regulations, which forbid the com- 
munication by interviews of such comment and criti- 
cism. You knew it to be against the good order and 
discipline of the Service, because it is the example of 
one oflicer in high rank reflecting upon the honor and 
character of another—an example which, unrebuked 
and followed, tends to bring the whole Service into 
contention and scandal.” 

Do our officers realize what a spectacle we are pre- 
senting to foreign professional critics by this washing 
of soiled linen in public? To prove any officer guilty of 
a serious offense, or a departure from the high stand- 
ards of professional honor, is to bring discredit on the 
Service as a whole, and the evidence against him should 
be so complete, and should be presented in so orderly 
and impartial a manner, as to place upon the record 
undoubted proof of guilt.

BURNING FILIPINO TOWNS. 


The noise that has been made over the alleged burn- 
ing of a native town in the Philippines by Capt. A. S. 
Rowan, 19th Inf., must puzzle those acquainted with 
the methods common in the fighting in the Archipelago. 
One would imagine Captain Rowan to be the only offi- 
cer who ever ordered that sort of thing. If those who 
are making the clamor would read the official reports 
on the various expeditions, scouts and “hikes,” they 
would often see this ending to reports: “Stores and 
barrio (village) burned.” In this particular case of 
Captain Rowan, it is stated by Captain Ralph Ingalls, 
who has just come from the Philippines, that the place 
burned, raised by the sensationalists to the dignity of 
a “town,” was a collection of huts that could be rebuilt 
almost in a day, the whole damage amounting to no 
more than $150. 

The burning of barrios has proved one of the most 
effective ways to keep the natives in order and to pre- 
vent outbreaks of assassinative malignity. This method 
was often used with great effect: A shot.is fired from 
a house at a soldier carrying water down the street. 
The commanding officer at once goes to the murderous 
section and draws a line. The portion including the 
suspected house or houses is ordered burned up to the 
line, and the commanding officer serves notice on the 
presidente (mayor) that if there is any more house 
shooting the other part of the town will be burned. 
This “drawing of the fire line” has always proved 
extremely potent as a deterrent. 

When the news of the burning of a Filipino “town” 
reaches the American public through the distorting 
columns of a sensational paper, visions appear before 
the unsophisticated reader’s eyes of opera houses, thea- 
ters, city halls, school houses, etc., going up in clouds 
of smoke, with American officers and soldiers standing 
by, shooting well-dressed men as they rush from their 
dwelling houses, and remaining deaf to the entreaties 
of beautifully clad women pleading for the lives of 
their spouses. Now, the fact is nobody is shot, well 
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or poorly dressed, at these burnings, which are matters 
of such form that the natives are out of the huts long 
before they are set afire. Little of value is destroyed 
in these fires. More than one American officer has 
been disgusted at the sight of Filipinos letting usefy| 
articles be consumed in the houses while saving, often 
at great risk to their own lives, their game cocks with 
which they could continue their gambling. Late Manila 
advices announce the exoneration of Captain Rowan. 





FORTS LEAVENWORTH AND RILEY. 


Secretary Root, accompanied by Lieutenant Colonel 
Carter, of the Adjutant General’s Department, has re. 
cently made a tour of inspection of the military posts 
of the West with a view of ascertaining the facilities 
offered by some of them for grounds for military ma- 
neuvers. It is the intention to establish, at four differ- 
ent places in the country, large military camping 
grounds which may be used each year for joint military 
maneuvers by the Army and the National Guards. The 
Secretary devoted especial attention on his trip to the 
possibilities of Forts Leavenworth and Riley. These 
two posts are to play, in the future, a far more import- 
ant part in the development of the Army than they 
have done in the past. Leavenworth is to continue 
as the point at which Infantry, Cavalry and Licht 
Artillery officers will receive theoretical training iy 
the respective studies of their profession. Riley will 
serve as the scene of mimic battles fought after the 
most improved methods known to modern tacticians, 
These posts and the work carried on at them will form 
the beginning of the Army War College. 

After returning to the War Department from his 
trip the Secretary said: “Fort Riley is a splendid site 
for military maneuvers. The reservation upon which 
the post stands comprises thirty square miles, which 
will permit of the evolutions of large and organized 
bodies of soldiery. The practice is bound to be bene- 
ticial to the whole Service. It is proposed to station 
on the reservation a full regiment of Cavalry and five 
batteries of Artillery. From time to time additional 
troops will be ordered there to participate in the ma- 
neuvers. While on the reservation they will have to live 
in camp, and they will consequently be instructed both in 
camp routine and in field operations. The latter will 
simulate conditions of actual war. 

“An extensive stretch of territory such as we have 
at Riley is necessary in modern military maneuvers. 
All of the recent changes in the art of war have arisen 
from improvements in small arms, making it desirable 
to have a larger field for drill purposes. The old method 
of marching shoulder to shoulder in close formation 
has now been entirely done away with. The field 
parade drill has become of less consequence. Soldiers 
are now wisely separated in battle, and as they advance 
they take advantage of every natural object which 
promises protection from the fire of the enemy. There 
is now greater individuality and more independence in 
operations on the part of the men. To train men to 
meet the actual conditions of war it is eminently neces- 
sary that large and extended stretches of ground be 
available. At Riley the officers will endeavor to carry 
out in practice what they have learned from text books 
during their course at Leavenworth.” 

The Secretary added that he proposed to increase the 
class of officers at Leavenworth to about one hundred. 
There will be stationed at this post a full regiment of 
Infantry, a squadron of Cavalry and three batteries of 
Artillery. The Artillery will include a field, siege and 
mountain battery. The Secretary will take action 
shortly for the selection of the four great military 
camps to be used as scenes of maneuvers by the Army 
and the National Guard. 

Capt. C. S. Richie, Corps of Engineers, U. S. A., on 
duty at Galveston, Texas, in an official report states that 
in spite of the unprecedented storm which visited Gal- 
veston early in the fiscal year, no vessel has been pre- 
vented from entering or leaving port by reason of in- 
sufficient water over the bars, and navigation through 
the main channel has been uninterrupted. He estimates 
that $1,500,000 will be required to complete the neces- 
sary repairs and improvements to the Galveston harbor. 
Of the money required to complete the work, $550,000 
is recommended for use during the next year. 








The Secretary of the Navy will not call a_ special 
board of officers to decide the important matter of the 
plan to be adopted for the two battleships. Each mem- 
ber of the Board on Construction will submit auxiliary 
reports to the Secretary in which they will answer the 
general report of either the majority or the minority. 
The majority and minority reports and -the additional 
reports will be sent by the Navy Department to a large 
number of ranking officers in the Service for an expres 
sion of view upon the relative merits of the two plans. 
In this way the superposed turret question will be set- 
tled by the Secretary, who is much opposed to having 
such an importat question in construction hanging overt 
the Navy in an unsettled state. 


8 Eee 
The Secretary of War has approved the plan of 
General Chaffee to abolish the districts in the Philip 
pine Archipelago and substitute therefor brigades of 
troops. One of the first recommendations made by Gen- 
eral Chaffee after he assumed command of the Division 
of the Philippines related to this change. He does not 
think that it is at all necessary to longer continue the 
present scheme of having the division subdivided -into 
districts. The exact details of the change have not yet 

been made public. : 
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MAJOR GEN. ADNA R, CHAFFEE.

In a recently published and most readable work Mr. 
Henry Savage Landor has many a good word to say 
of the American soldier whom he saw in China during 
the recent campaign. The one man who falls under 
the ban of his censure, oddly enough, is the one who, 
to my thinking, even amid such an array of thorough- 
bred officers and gentlemen, most deserves the admira- 
tion and respect of our fellow citizens—Major Gen. 


Adna R. Chaffee. 

Chaffee is a straightforward man and prone to say 
what he thinks. Chaffee stirred up some feeling among 
the Gauls, Teutons and Muscovites by comments on 
excesses of which their troops were guilty and which 
he sternly repressed among ours. Chaffee had not the 
court training of Waldersee, and at first is said to have 
rubbed the Field Marshal’s fur the wrong way. Yet 
Waldersee speedily saw his intrinsic worth and forgave 
him. In point of fact he is one of the most remarkable 
ay a the American Army has developed, and this 
is why: 

To begin with, he is the only man in the Army of the 
United States who, starting as a private in the ranks 
of the Regulars, has risen without a skip, save that of 
corporal, through every possible grade in the line from 
trooper to major general. He is remarkable in that 
with barely a common school education to begin with, 
and with only such instruction as he could glean from 
reading in the leisure hours of a busy life, he has been 
able to step at a moment's notice into the heart of the 
Oriental tradition, and, even among the trained diplo- 
mats and court-bred soldiers of Japan aud Christendom, 
to show as keen a knowledge of international law as, 
and a much higher appreciation of human rights than, 
the best of the allied array. 

Early in ’61, in the first throes of the great Civil 
War, Congress in its wisdom organized a new regiment 
of cavalry. Old officers and sergeants had been de- 
tailed to organize the new regiment. Pittsburg was 
chosen as its depot, and from Western Pennsylvania 
and Eastern Ohio came its first recruits, and among 
those there stalked in one July morning, just at the 
time our beaten and dismayed Army was drifting back 
from First Bull Run, a tall, slender, blue-eyed, fair- 
haired and freckle-faced farm lad, who wasted no 
words in saying he had come to enlist. The recruiting 
sergeant who led that stalwart young fellow upstairs 
to the captain well knew he was fetching first class 
timber. ecruit Chaffee might prove a bit awkward 
learning the goose step and the saber drill, for that 
wasn't like scythe swinging, but within a few weeks 
they had him where he was consummately at ease, 
helping break in the new young horses just bought 
at fabulous prices. He might not have taken naturally 
to foot drill, but the instant he threw a leg over the 
first colt assigned him old troop sergeants winked ap- 
preciatively. Recruit Chaffee was at home in the 
saddle. 

It was Trooper Chaffee after that, but only for a few 
weeks. It was Sergeant Chaffee before he had been 
ten weeks a trooper—before he had even mastered the 
mysteries of half the pages of the drill book. A 
dragoon had so much more than the infantryman to 
learn. 

The farm lad of nineteen in July, 61, was a skilled 
veteran within a twelvemonth, and right after Antietam 
drew saber as first sergeant, the highest rank possible 
to the enlisted soldier in a troop of cavalry. That 
year had proved the young Buckeye rider a man of 
action, quick, yet cool, and though not yet twenty-one 
pronounced fit to rank with veteran sergeants who had 
charged with Charley May and “Pike” Graham in the 
Mexican War—the right-hand man of his troop leader. 

Then came the memorable spring of '63, when at last 
the cavalry of the Army of the Potomac was organized 
on a proper basis, and though still not twenty-one, the 
Ohio boy had fought his way into the notice of cavalry 
generals like Bayard and Buford, and, all unbeknownst 
to him, Chaffee’s name went up to the War Depart- 
ment for commission. 

Then the regimental commander needed a_ brainy, 
reliable officer to serve as adjutant of the regiment, 
the proudest position attainable in those days among 
the subalterns, and, much to the surprise of Mr. Chaffee 
and that of nobody else, he was called from troop duty 
to regimental headquarters and never allowed to leave 
them from that day until long after the end of the war. 

Meantime the Sixth had been following Sheridan in 
one dashing raid after another, and the adjutant man- 
aged to bear a hand in many a stirring fight, especially 
in the dripping Virginia woods just before Little Phil’s 
brilliant victory at Five Forks. Captain by brevet for 
gallant and meritorious services at Dinwiddie Court 
House was the result of that day’s hard and darin 
work so far as Chaffee was concerned. Then follow 
Appomattox, and then Texas, and Texas just after the 
war was as mean a place to live in as lay within the 
limits of these United States. 

Though still on the staff in the spring of '67, the in- 
action, the monotony, the utter vapidness of garrison 
life after the thrill and stir of the war days so preyed 
upon him that in March of '67 Chaffee tendered his 
resignation with the intention of returning to Ohio and 
civil life—this, too, with a captaincy in sight. 

He was coaxed back into service. The resignation 
was revoked in less than a month. His captaincy came 
in the fall, and there was he destined to spend the next 
and probably the best d6éuble decade ot his stirring, 
soldierly life; for, for twenty-one years, such was the 
stagnation in promotion, he remained a captain without 
the faintest hope or prospect of earlier advancement. 

But they were years of varied and often of vividly 
exciting service. The ten years that followed on the 
heels of the Civil War, years of profound peace to 
the civilian, were stirring enough for the soldier on the 
frontier. The Indians at last were getting 
rifles, and now a fight with “Lo” was a duef to the 
death. We lost more officers killed or died of wounds 
in those savage combats in those ten years than Eng- 
land in her hardest fought battles about Sebastopol, 
and Chaffee was everywhere. For a terrific thrashing 
he gave the Comanches at Paint Creek, Texas, they 
tendered him the brevet of majog. Both this, and the 
brevet lieutenant colonelev that followed long years 
after, seemed something worth having, for they recited 
in so many words his gallantry, especially in leading 
the cavalry charge on the Red River of Aug. 30, °74, 
and for his daring in the action against the Apaches 
under a torrid July sun in Arizona in ’82. 

Our lines have never crossed since "71 and ’72, but as 
though it were yesterday, I can see him as he strode 
among his troopers, the tallest of the lot, the manliest 
and most stalwart, closely scanning every horse and 
prescribing for the manifold ailments of man or mount, 
that his command should eyer be ready for duty. A 


philosopher was Chaffee in those days, a man who 
strove to make the best of things, and who had the 
reputation of being one of the most placid and even 
tempered of troop commanders. Yet it was of him that 
a careless subordinate once said: 

“Placid and even tempered a lot! Just you forget 
his instructions or mix things up a few times, and 

ou’ll find the old man can spread out like a clothes 

orse when he gets mad.” 

Nine vears more he served as a major, then came the 
silver leaves of the lieutenant colonelcy in still another 
regiment. Then, a year later, the Svanish War. Ky 
this time the War Department had grown to know 
him well, though he was a stranger to Washington. 
His life had been led upon the Western frontier, yet 
one of the first mentioned for high command was this 
hard-riding, duty-doing cavalryman, and with the very 
first list sent by the Presiuent to the Senate for general- 
ship in the Volunteers went the name of Adna Chaffee. 

The rest is national history now. It was a splendid 
division he led into action at Santiago, yet for hours, 
until all was ready for concerted attack his men nad 
to hold their line under a rasping fire from well-aimed 
Mausers, lying prone, as he ordered, so as to save as 
many as possible for the coming charge, while their 
tall leader, with the flashing blue eyes and that typically 
fighting face, strode raging up and down, intolerant of 
the long halt, praying for the order to advance; and 
even damning, we are told, the seemingly senseless 
delay, while utterly scorning the bullets that — 
the buttons from his field uniform—a blue flannel shirt, 
flaring open at the neck, boots and breeches too hot 
for the day, and the drab slouch hat pulled down to 
his bushy eyebrows. Picture him in this with the 
sweat of battle streaming down his face, for that is 
Chaffee of the fighting line. Magnificent specimens 
they made, he and his brother trooper and division 
commander, Lawton—almost of a height and build and 
utterly of the same way of thinking, where fighting was 
to be done. 

“Fearless in speech, in action prompt and _ bold,” 
our commander in the Flowery Kingdom proved to 
not only the peer of any soldier sent from Europe, but 
one whose sword was tempered with justice and mercy, 
else why should the Oriental mourn now the with- 
drawal of the Americans from China. But new duties 
and responsibilities dawn upon Chaffee, for next we 
hear from him as commander of the Division of the 
Philippines. With no other aid—with no other influence 
than his own strong, sturdy manhood, his sterling 
sense and his unconquerable sword, the Ohio farm boy 
of °61 has risen from prrade to grade in the Regular 
Service to the greatest command in the Army. 





A TRIBUTE TO OUR ARMY AND NAVY. 


The Rochester (N. Y.) “Democrat and Chronicle” of 
July 20 gives an interesting account of a farewell tribute 
tendered Capt. F. E. Harris, 6th Co., U. 8. Coast Art. 
Captain Harris has just been relieved from recruiting 
duty in Rochester by Capt. Harry L. Hawthorne, 24th 
Co., Coast Art. It says: The eclat of the occasion 
was increased by the presence of Richmond Pearson 
Hobson, who came to Rochester to add his share to the 
tributes of friendship and esteem showered upon the 
popular Army officer, who has been one of the most 
prominent figures in Rochester society during the past 
year. 

The banquet was held in the roof garden of the club, 
and the decorations were admirably in consonance with 
the military atmosphere of the feast. The speech-making 
was largely of the intimate and informal nature in- 
evitable among a select party of friends, and, if anything 
were calculated to throw into the background the melan- 
choly side of the banquet, it was the stream of wit and 
mirth that poured from all sides throughout the evening. 

John P. Bowman officiated as toastmaster, and was 
most felicitous in his remarks. Captain Hobson re- 
sponded to “The American Navy,” while “The President 
of the United States,” ‘‘The Medical Profession” and 
“The Army” were fittingly responded to. 

The toastmaster, in a few appropriate words, pre- 
sented Captain Harris a silver loving cup engraved with 
the names of the guests at the banquet. The officer 
expressed feelingly his sense of the affectionate courtesy 
and hospitality he had been greeted with during his so- 
journ in Rochester, arid the cup encircled the board, 
each one present uttering some appropriate sentiment 
or wish for Captain Harris’s good fortune as he drank 
from it. 

Captain Hobson’s remarks about the Navy were of 
fascinating interest. “An American who knows any- 
thing about our Navy must be as dead as stick or stone,” 
he exclaimed, “if he did not warm up to such a subject. 
The Navy has never been defeated. I say it not in a 
spirit of bravado. I could not overrate the importance 
of what I say. No American to-day appreciates the 
tremendous and stupendous nature of the facts that 
history gives us about our Navy. How few there are 
who know that 12,000 British seamen were captured 
during the Revolution of the colonies. In 1812 the 
British Navy came here with its glorious record of 200 
years and its recent triumphs in the Napoleonic wars, 
and out of eighteen battles with American ships it lost 
fifteen. We showed the astonished world then that 
we could hit the mark more times out of a given num- 
ber of shots than had ever before been done, and our 
seamen have not lost their skill. 

“In the War of the Rebellion we revolutionized naval 
warfare and taught the world modern shipbuilding. 
We gave the world the torpedo and the submarine 
craft. You will hear it said that the other side made 
no fight in the Spanish-American War, but the Spanish 
Navy was rated high by foreign experts before that 
war. Their ships steamed out of the harbor at an 
average speed of twenty knots, and only one or two 
of our ships were supposed to be able to make that 
speed. If Americans had been aboard the Spanish ships 
to get their fighting qualities out of them, the result 
would have been vastly different, and the world would 
not have seen for the first time in its history a Navy 
destroyed without appreciable loss to the conquerer.” 





ENGINEERING WORK IN MANILA. 


General Gillespie has recently received an interesting 
report from Lieutenant Lytle Brown of the Engineer 
Corps and engineer at the city of Manila, in regard to 
the engineering work in progress for the improvement 
of that city. The report says: 

“The water supply system of the city is composed 
of a pumping station on the San Mateo river, some 
seven miles from the city—there being four pumps of 
a combined capacity of 40,000 cubic meters per twenty- 
four hours—a conduit to the distributing reservoir, 
three miles from the city, a twenty-six-inch main iron 


pipe iuto the city and the system of city distribution. 

“The water is sold through the meter system in 
houses and is gratis at a number of public hydrants. 

“The present water supply is fast becoming imade- 
quate, and during this month a survey was A along 
the San Mateo valley to the mountains, and the stream 
was guaged to determine the feasibility of getting a 
supply of pure water by gravity flow. 

“There is no sewerage system in Manila at present, 
and the difficulty in devising one at reasonable cost is 
magnified by the low level site, it being on an average 
of d meters above mean = pm An fe apne system 
on e pumping or air t plan wo cost some 
$3,500,000, United States currency. 

“The greatest discouragement to spending money for 

a sewer system for this city is that so large a per cent. 
of the population is too poor to make the proper sani- 
peri A house connections with the sewers should such 
exist. 
_ “The present condition of the work outlined above 
is: Water supply, amount delivered in Manila per 
day, 30,000 cubic meters; condition of system, poor; 
Divisoria market, complete, except interior fitting of 
stalls; widening of Bridge of Spain completed Novy. 1, 
1900; stone quay on Pasig river, front completed; 
Quinta market, completed save a small portion of con- 
crete floor, and small part of roof-covering and skylight; 
Highway bridge over Pasig, one abutment and two 
piers completed, save coping, other abutment 90 per 
cent, completed; steel for superstructure on site. 

“The construction of the piers and abutments was 
delayed four months on account of the failure of the 
contractor to accomplish or even to make an impres- 
sion on the work. It is being done by hired labor, and 
the contractor's bond of $20,000, United States cur- 
reucy, stands liable to be partly or wholly forfeited. 
However, the work seems to be coming within the con- 
tract price. 

“The bids for erecting the steel work were all exor- 
bitant, and that work will have to be done by hired 
labor; the survey of Manila is completed, and the map 
is 95 per cent. completed; the Luneta sea wall is com- 
pleted; the protection of the Malecon drive awaits the 
rainy season to determine whether any more protection 
will be necessary. Bids for the new steel market in 
the old walled city were opened on June 15, 1 

“The magnitude and importance of this work may 
be judged from the expenditures made since July, 1901.” 

The total expenditures under the department of city 
public works from July 1, 1900, to April 30, 1901, were 


$342,585, and the expenditures’ on account of water 
supply during the same perior were $86,749. 





TRIAL OF LIEUTENANT MITCHELL. 


The Manila “Times” of June 15 gave particulars of 
the trial, which began the day before, of Lieut, Henry 
T. Mitchell, late of the 41st Vol. Inf. The “Times” 
said these were the charges and specifications: Charge 
1. Embezzlement in violation of the 60th Article of 
War. The specification includes the failure to deliver 
the sum of $227.50 to Lieutenant Miller, 41st Vol. Inf., 
Q. M. of the Bacolor military prison, charging personal 
appropriation at Manila May 14. Charge 2. Conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. The ‘ification 
includes a false statement to Major Guy H. Preston, 
4ist Inf., acting inspector general, regarding his de- 
parture to San Fernando on the same date. ha 3. 
Conduct to the prejudice of good order and milttary 
discipline. — The specification includes the neglect to 
comply with the department commander’s orders to 
report at Bacolor with certain funds. ‘ 

Among the witnesses cited in the case were Major R. 
R. Stevens, Q. M. D., Dept. N. Luzon; Major Guy. H. 
Preston, 4ist Vol. Inf.; Capt. F. B. McCoy, 3d Int.; 
Capt. Brady G. Ruttencutter, 41st Vol. Inf.; Lieutenant 
Miller, 41st Vol. Inf.; Lieut. G. B. Pond, 3d Inf.; Lieut. 
Ws, ie McDaniel, 3d Inf. The ‘“Times” account said 
that the testimony of all the witnesses went to show 
that the accused received the money, but failed to de- 
liver it, saying he had lost it on the train just before 
reaching San Fernando. 








CAPTAIN MOODY BANQUETED BY NATIVES. 


Ventura Quinto, of Amulung, Luzon, was carried 
away by force from his home on the night of May 26, 


and brutally murdered. As a result of four days’ hard 
work with the mounted detachment of Company L, 
16th Infantry, Capt. Thos. M. Moody, commento that 
company, succeeded in running down every man impli- 
cated in the crime and the conviction of every one 
seems certain. The murders number seven. Captain 
Moody has complete confessions from two of the men 
and partial confession from others. The murder was 
due to the activity of the victim in assisting the authori- 
ties on tormer occasions in running down ladrones, of 
whom the men probably formed a part. The quick and 
complete capture of all implicated in the murder, with 
the almost certain prospect of their conviction, gave 
great satisfaction in that vicinity and from the Aparri 
“News” we learn a banquet was given to Captain Moody 
on May 31 in honor of that event. 





The report of the board of Army officers appointed in 
the Philippines to make recommendations for brevet 
commissions for officers and medals of honor for en- 
listed men has been received at the War Department. 
The board, it is stated, refuses to make any such whole- 
sale recomendations as have been made by individual 
commanding officers, but only recommends a man for 
national recognition who has really rendered distin- 
guished and meritorious service. Many of the officers 
and men who have been recommended by their com- 
manding officers for recognition by the Government are 
not recommended by the board. report of this 
board will eventually be submitted to a central board, 
which will meet in Washington and further go into the 
matter of brevets. It is realized at the War Depart- 
ment that Congress would never grant such indiserimi- 
nate rewards as have been 


recommended officers 
since the outbreak of the insurrection in the Phitippines

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COURT OF INQUIRY FOR ADMIRAL SCHLEY. 


Secretary Long has received the following letter from 
Rear Admiral W. 8S. Schley, U. 8. N.: 


“Great Neck, Long Island, N. Y., July 22, 1901. 

“Sir—Within the past few days a series of press com- 
ments have been sent to me from various parts of the 
country on a book entitled ‘The History of the Navy,’ 
written by ole Edgar Stanton Maclay. From these 
reviews it appears that this edition is a third volume 
of the said history, extended to include the late war 
with Spain, which the two first volumes did not con- 
tain, and were in use as text-books at the Naval Acad- 
emy. 

“(2.) From excerpts quoted in some reviews, in which 
the page and paragraphs are given, there is such per- 
version of facts, misconstruction of intention, such in- 
temperate abuse and defamation of myself, which sub- 
jects Mr. Maclay to action in civil law. While I ad- 
mit the right of fair criticism of every public officer, 
I must protest against the low flings and abusive lan- 
guage of this violent partisan opponent, who has infused 
into the pages of his book so much of the malice of 
unfairness as to make it unworthy the name of history, 
or of use in any reputable institution of the country. 

*“(3.) I have refrained heretofore from all comment 
upon the innuendoes of enemies, muttered or murmured 
in secret, and therefore with safety to themselves. I 
think the time has now come to take such action as 
may bring this entire matter under discussion under 
the clearer and calmer review of my brothers in arms, 
and to this end I ask such action at the hands of the 
Department as it may deem best to accomplish this 
purpose. 

“(4.) But I would express the request in this con- 
nection that, whatever the action may be, it occur in 
Washington, where most of my papers and data are 
stored.

APPEAL TO THE PRESIDENT. 

Gen. Felix Agnus has written a letter to President 
McKinley, in which he says: 

“Maclay’s History of the Navy is the standard in use 
at the Naval Academy. In the third volume, just issued, 
the historian charges Rear Admiral Schley with being 
a ‘coward,’ a ‘liar,’ a ‘caitiff,’ an ‘incompetent,’ and 
‘insubordinate.’ 

“In an interview Maclay, the historian, who is a Navy 
Department clerk, classed as a laborer, and attached to 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, says that proofs of this third 
volume, which should have told the most glorious story 
in all our naval annals, were submitted to Secretary 
Long and Admiral Sampson, and approved by them in 
advance of publication; also that Secretary Long put 
him in lus present position after he had read and ap- 
proved this scurrilous attack upon Admiral Schley. 
These proofs were also submitted to Admiral Dewey, 
who refused to read them. 

“If aught were needed to convince any fair-minded 
man that a clique in the Navy Department has conspired 
to traduce the hero of Santiago, and that the conspiracy 
was cariied into execution while that brave and gallant 
officer was suffering expatriation on the fever-infested 
coasts of South America, this should furnish it. 

“Will you, Mr. President, in view of all this, sit 
quietly by and permit these conspirators to continue 
their diabolical work? Every justice-loving American 
appeals to you to intervene in the name and for the 
sake of fair play. ..ext to being right all the time, 
which no man ever was, the best thing is to find out 
as soon as possible that you are wrong, and right your- 
self immediately.” 

The Baltimore “American” says: ‘“‘The correspond- 
ent of the American called to-night at the rooms of the 
National Civil Service Reform Association, 52 William 
street, and informally laid before its secretary the 
voluntary statement of Mr. Maclay, that he was in 
the Navy Department with the classification of laborer, 
but with the duties of a clerk, and asked the acting 
secretary if this was legal. Said he: ‘It is distinctly 
illegal. It is in violation of the spirit and the letter 
of the law, and I should advise that the facts in the 
case be laid before Mr. George McAneny, who is now 
on his vacation, but will return in August. We have 
had several cases of this kind, and it has been found 
very difficult to get a ruling upon them from the courts, 
but the civil service law is distinctly against any such 
things, and that law applies with as much force to a 
laborer in the Navy as to a laborer upon the streets 
of New York.’ ” 

“The man in question is drawing his salary from the 
United States Government in plain violation of the law 
if he is classed as a laborer and is performing the duties 
of a clerk. 

“Will the Civil Service Reform Association take cog- 
nizance of the case? Does it come within the scope of 
your association’s work?’ 

“It clearly does,” said Mr. Carter, the acting secre- 
tary. ‘‘And we shall take the matter up and prosecute 
it with vigor as soon as the statement of facts in the 
case have been brought to the attention of the associa- 
tion through Secretary McAneny.” 

It appears that Mr. Maclay was transferred at his 
own request from the position of light house keeper to 
the one he now holds at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
where he is entered as a laborer, but is really engaged 
in clerical work. The New York “Sun” reports that 
he has done some work for that paper as an outside 
contributor, but has never been attached to its staff. 

It appears from a statement made by Mr. Maclay that 
the proofs of his chapters on the Spanish-American War 
were submitted to the Secretary of the Navy and to 
various officers of the Navy taking part in that war. 
He did not, however, send them to Admiral Schley, 


though the proofs were sent out about the first of Octo- 
ber and the book did not appear until the following June. 
Attention has been so concentrated on what he says 


about Admiral Schley that Mr. Maclay’s assault upon 
General Shafter, to which we called attention, has passed 
without notice. If Mr. Maclay were competent to pass 
judgment upon military movements, which he obviously 
is not, it is clearly beyond his knowledge that General 
Shafter’s action at Santiago was the result of “efforts 
at self-aggrandizement.” Such a slander upon an officer 
who has borne himself creditably in two wars, and whose 
action has met with the full approval of the War De- 
partment and of the Presideut, is in itself sufficient to 
show the deficiencies of Mr. Maclay as a historian. 





THE SIGNALS AT CIENFUEGOS. 


The New York ‘‘Herald” quotes Rear Admiral Robley 
D. Evans as saying: “I have expressed no views with 
reference to the signals which Commodore Schley did 
not understand at Cienfuegos. These signals had been 
given to me confidentially by Admiral Sampson. When 
they were made during the night of my arrival off 
Cienfuegos, I understood their purport and supposed, of 
course, that Commodore Schley was communicating with 
the insurgents in consequence. I did not report the 
meaning of the signals to Commodore Schley, because I 


took it for granted that the flag officer in command had 
better information on so important a point than I.” 

On the same authority Rear Admiral Sampson is re- 
ported as saying: “I aid give orders, through Captain 
McCalla, I remember, to communicate the signal code 
to every member of the fleet. The signal arrangement 
was to be made known to the insurgents on shore at 
Cienfuegos and they were to communicate with Admiral 
Schley. I have no reason to believe, despite the alleged 
statement of Admiral Evans, that the orders were 
not communicated to every officer of the fleet, but, of 
course, Admiral Schley may have misunderstood them. 
I know of no reason why Admiral Schley and Captain 
Cook should not have known of the order. The other 
officers of the fleet had it, and to say that the order was 
not given to communicate the code to them is a mis- 
statement. Schley knew of a ship which went into 
Cienfuegos before his very eyes and found no Spanish 
ships there. It was perfectly plain that tney were not 
—— It was plain to us, and it must have been plain 
to him. 

“Schley should have gotten away from there thirty- 
six hours before he did. He neglected orders, disobeyed 
and did not get away quick enough. This whole business 
is inspired by malice. 

“But now,” concluded the Rear Admiral, ‘‘perhaps it 
may be all investigated, and if it is the people of the 
United States will know all the facts.” 

Rear Admiral Sampson’s friends say there are many 
things he will tell a court of inquiry that he has not felt 
justified in discussing through the newspapers. 

The daily papers appear to have just discovered that 
there has never been anything in the loop criticism upon 
Admiral Schley. Captain Cook is now quoted as taking 
the whole responsibility for the movement upon himself. 
“The Spanish fleet,” he said, “stood out of the harbor 
about southwest, and it did not turn at once. We 
feared very much that it was heading in between the 
Brooklyn and the Texas. I said to the Commodore: ‘We 
may get a cross fire here.’ It looked very much to us 
as if we would. The situation was delicate in the ex- 
treme. But then the Brooklyn made a beautiful turn, 
and we were able to fire directly into the bows of the 
leading ship of the enemy.- Our helm was put aport to 
head off the Spanish fleet, and the Brooklyn turned 
rapidly and beautifullv. I remember distinctly giving 
the order to the quartermaster: ‘You see clearly the 
head of the leading ship,’ I said to him. ‘The idea is to 
get directly ahead of her.’ I thought we might sacrifice 
our ship, but I believed we would hold the fleet for our 
battle ships. The Spanish fleet turned to the westward; 
the Brooklyn's helm was put hard aport. She was 
swinging beautifully, and she turned until she straight- 
ened upon her course exactly parallel to the Spanish 
ships, keeping up all the time a continuous fire from her 
port battery till the starboard battery could be brought 
into use. 

“The statement has been made that the Brooklyn in 
turning ran two miles south. This is outrageously in- 
correct. The Brooklyn turned as rapidly as possible, 
one was after the enemy as fast as any ship could have 
een. 

“The Brooklyn,” said Captain Cook, “was not put in 
possession of the code of signals that had been arranged 
for use by the insurgents and the ships of our Navy, 
and on account of our lack of knowledge of them we 
were very much mystified by certain signs that we ob- 
served on the beach at Cienfuegos. We saw one night, 
the date of which I cannot give without my notes, three 
horizontal lanterns on the beach at Cienfuegos. As we 
afterward learned, they were a sign from the insurgents 
that they wished to communicate with us, but we, hav- 
ing no knowledge whatever of their import, thought the 
lanterns a trap of some sort, and we acted accordingly. 
At that time we had no knowledge whatever of the 
whereabouts of Cervera, and the commander-in-chief 
believed the lights indicated the presence of the Spanish 
ships there. The second night we again observed three 
horizoutal lights on the shore. It was not till the second 
day, when Captain McCalla came up, that we learned 
that any signals had been prearranged.”

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COMPLIMENT TO A NAVAL OFFICER. 


The “Journal des Debats” (Paris) of June 11 has a 
notice of the “Treatise on Electromagnetic Phenomena 
and Compass Deviations,” by Comdr. T. A. Lyous, U. 
S. N., published by John Wiley & Sons, New York, of 
which the following is a translation: 

“This work is intended to present in an elementary 
form the most recent theories of modern physics. 
cause of the delicacy and complications of the energy 
and vibrations of the ether of space, theories concerning 
these have not yet acquired a re in courses of instruc- 
tion; but we have never found the varied movements of 
the ether—radiant energy—and their relations to elec- 
tric and magnetic phenomena on the surface of the earth 
explained more clearly, stripped of all superfluous matb- 
ematical entanglements, than in this book. The first 
volume, which is the only one thus far published, ends 
with a beautiful exposition of the electromagnetic theory 
of light. In the second volume the author proposes to 
apply the theoretical conceptions of the first volume to 
the practical determination of the deviations of ships’ 
compasses. When one considers the number of vesseis 
at present engaged in commerce, the immense size of 
some, the wealth in merchandise they carry, and their 
human freight, one can appreciate the importance of a 
treatise of this kind and the immediate practical advan- 
tages it may have for the better utilization of human 
activity.” 

This is a very gratifying tribute to the work of one 
of our Navy officers, which deserves serious attention 
from all who are interested in the subjects discussed. It 
will be remembered that Commander Lyons was for four 
— (1881—5) Superintendent of Compasses in the 

ureau of Navigation. 
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MACLAY’S HISTORY. 


In a letter to the Secretary of the Navy dated July 
20 Comdr. Richard Wainwright, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, says: ‘‘Having seen so much in the 
papers in regard to the third volume of Maclay’s Naval 
History, and having received, also, an official letter from 
you on the subject, I think it right to put you in posses- 
sion of a full knowledge of the case as existing at the 
Naval Academy. There has been no proposition to adopt 
this third volume as a text-book or reference book, either 
from the head of department of English, the Academic 
Board or any person within my knowledge. There is 
no intention here of requiring the cadets to study the 
history of such events as in the Spanish-American War, 
and their time is too limited to require them to study 
a full volume on any one war. Maclay’s Naval History 
was adopted, with the consent of the Wepartment, in 
1895, when the English course here was extended be- 
yond its former limits. This intention not to adopt the 
third volume of Maclay’s History is entirely apart from 
any consideration of its value as a history of the war, 
or of the knowledge of the facts and criticisms con- 
tained therein. I do not know of a copy of the third 
volume at the Naval Academy.”

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An examination of the hull of the transport Mc- 
Pherson, in drydock at the Morse Iron Works, N. Y., 
shows that it was greatly battered when she went 
aground on the coast of Matanzas, Cuba, several months 
ago. Some feet from the bow the keel is smashed and 
bent upward at least two feet. The outline almost 
shows the shape of the rock on which this part of the 
vessel rested. Such weight bearing on one point natur- 
ally started the plates, and, to add to the misfortune, 
the ship evidently leaned on her starboard side. Near 
the keel, where the sides begin to round out in a grace- 
ful outline, the plates are flattened and the bottom of 
the vessel is almost flat. While these are the most 
apparent injuries, there are others which were quite as 
dangerous to the safety of the vessel. All over the sides 
plates are started from their bolts, and the keel is badly 
fractured. In consequence, the hull leaked like a sieve 
and it was necessary to plug these hundreds of leaks 
before the vessel could be pumped out. The divers em- 
ployed the effective but arduous method of stopping each 
leak by driving a wooden plug in every crevice that was 
allowing water to enter. Tle bottom of the ship fairly 
bristles with these plugs.

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The submarine torpedo boat Adder was successfully 
launched from the Crescent Ship Building Co., Eliza- 
bethpert, N. J., July 22. The vessel was christened by 
Mrs. E. B. Frost, wife of the secretary of the Holland 
Torpedo Boat Company, which is constructing four 
similar destroyers at the same yard for the United 
States Navy. Officials of the Holland Company were 
delighted with the successful launch, and gave all their 
employees a half holiday and a dinner with their wives 
and sweethearts at,the St. George Hotel, Staten Is!- 
and. The dinner was followed by a dance. The 
Adder’s length over all is 63 feet 4 inches and her dis- 
placement is 120 tons. The main engine is of the gaso- 
line type. For surface propulsion it develops 160 
horsepower. The fuel supply must allow of a maxi- 
mum run of about 400 knots. The maximum speed 
required on surface is about 9 knots per hour. "The 
main motor is electric, giving the vessel, —w 
a speed of seven knots per hour for four hours. e 
armament consists of one torpedo expulsion tube. The 
vessel has a capacity of carrying five torpedoes, each 
11 feet 8 inches long. 
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DESIGN FOR A SEA-GOING BATTLESHIP. 


We take the following interesting statements from 
the minority report on the design for a sea-going bat- 
tleship presented by Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, 
Chief of the Bureau of Kquipment, Navy Department: 

“The first vote of the board developed the fact that 
there was not a majority in favor of any one of the 
three types submitted. On the first vote four favored 
No. 1 and six No. 3. I voted for No. 3, although I 
had been the advocate of No. 2, and had been upheld 
by the majority of the first special board. It was my 
desire, however, to have all five ships alike, for tactical 
reasons, and I considered that Type 3, whic hpreserved 
the superposed turrets, was a fair compromise. It be- 
came evident, however, that the board strongly favored 
the 8-inch gun and would not submit to a reduction in 
caliber. After discussion the board eventually voted 
ten to two in favor of Type 2, and this type is now 
under construction and known as the Virginia class 

“Roughly speaking, the ratio between the 7-inch and 
the 6-inch guns is as two to three, while the ratio of 
the 7-inch to the 8-inch is two to one. In other words, 
the T-inch gun can fire two shots while the 6-inch is 
— three and the 8-inch one. 

“The 6-inch shell, weighing 100 pounds, is the largest 
that can be handled by one man; two men with tongs 
are required to handle the 7-inch shell, weighing 175 
pounds, and two men with tongs can also handle an 
s-inch shell, weighing 250 pounds. It is believed, there- 
fore, that the time required for loading the two guns, 
j7-inch and 8-inch, will be very nearly the same. It is 
supposed that a 7-inch gun, on a pivot mount, presents 
certain advantages over an 8-inch gun, mounted in a 
turret; this, however, requires demonstration, since we 
are, as yet, without experience in the matter. The 
rate of fire given for the 8-inch gun has been obtained 
in the slow-moving, steam-manipulated 8-inch turrets, 
and it is expected that it will be considerably increased 
in turrets manipulated by electricity, where each gun 
has a separate ammunition hoist in place of one or two, 
as at present. 

“A conservative statement of the rate of fire of 
8-inch quick-firiung guns abroad is one shot every twenty 
seconds, or four shots the first minute and three .for 
every minute following. There is a record abroad of 
four 8-inch aimed‘ shots having been fired by an un- 
trained crew in 62 seconds (O. N. I.). There is also 
a record of six unaimed shots per minute having been 
fired at the experimental botany from an Sinch gun 
with a specially designed breech mechanism. 

“The homogeneity of the fleet is a most important 
clement. Type 4 corresponds only with the Alabama 
and Maine classes. I do not hesitate to assert that 
these ships possess a weak battery, and the omission 
of 8-inch guns from their armament is much regretted 
by the best uniformed officers of the Navy. While 
there are six of the above mentioned classes armed only 
with 12-inch and 6-inch guns, the latter in broadside, 
there are eleven ships built and building having 8-inch , 
guns mounted in turrets. f 

“The Knglish have adhered for a long time to the 
12-inch and 6-inch guns, the former in turrets and the 
latter in broadside, but recently have adopted larger 
calibers. ‘ soy 

“At present the Navy is without a T-inch gun. A 
sun of this caliber and its mount are under construc- 
tion for experimental purposes. All statements con- 
cerning its character are either assumed or the result 
of theoretical considerations. It does not seem to me 
wise to adopt for our battleships guns of an_ untried 
type. Not only the gun should be fully tested, but a 
suitable mount should be designed, constructed and 
also tested. . 

“T am also of the opinion that even should the 7-inch 
gun fulfill the expectations of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
it cannot replace both the 8-inch and the 6-inch guns; 
its shell will lack the penetration and destructive effect 
of the 8-inch shell, and it will fail to produce the smoth- 
ering effect of the very rapid fire of the 6-inch gun. 

“At the various times during the past year and a 
half no less than five of the senior Naval Constructors 
of the Service have been members of the Board on 
Construction. Notwithstanding the many advocates of 
the superposed turret among line officers, the above 
mentioned Constructors have opposed it at all times. 

“In fact, so far as known, out of.a corps of forty 
Naval Constructors there is not a single advocate of 
the superposed turret. It is submitted that this in it- 
self is sufficient to suggest either a corps policy or 
prejudice against this form of turret. 

“The unfavorable criticisms of the superposed turret 
are, thus far, purely theoretical. In practice they have 
fulfilled every expectation of their advocates.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Washington correspondent of the Philadelphia 
“Ledger” calls attention to the fact that the world- 
famous despatch of Commodore Perry reporting the bat- 
tle of Lake Erie is not on record. According to all the 
popular accounts, Perry’s despatch said: “We have 
met the enemy and they are ours,” followed by an enu- 
meration of the force captured. This correspondent says 
that no such despatch ever reached the Navy Depart- 
ment, and he quotes Perry’s report to the Secretary of 
the Navy, in which no such,expression occurs. 

The caisson which recently sunk in front of dry-dock 
No. 2, at the Navy Yard, New York, was successfully 
raised on July 20, apparently none the worse for her 
submersion, except as to mud. The machinery inside 
will require considerable cleaning, and the asbestos 
covering on boilers and pipes will have to be renewed. 

According to a Russian journal the Russian Ministry 
of War has decided to form three battalions of marine 
infantry to act in connection with the fleet, and more 
especially to cover the disembarkation of an expedi- 
tionary force. 

The following particulars as to French ships due for 
completion in the next few years will be read with 
interest. In 1903 seven armored cruisers, in 1904 one 
armored cruiser, in 1905 three battleships and two 
armored cruisers, in 1906 three battleships and one 
armored cruiser. So that by the end of 1906 the whole 
program will be carried out, involving the six new battle- 
ships and five armored cruisers provided by the law of 
1900, besides those previously in construction. 

The British Naval League are making a vigorous as- 
sauit upon the Government for its neglect of the Medi- 
terranean Squadron, the most important of those into 
which the commissioned fleets of the British Navy are 
divided. It is pointed out that there are six battleshi 
in the Mediterranean Squadron which are to-day de- 





pendent, so far as their chief armament is concerned, 
on a set of obsolete guns firing black powder and thé 
blunt-nosed shells of a former generation. There are 
also, either in commission or in the reserve, at least 
ten vessels possessing a certain pF of value as fight- 
ing units, and borne on the — > ist as battleships of 
the second class. Lord Charles resford has made the 
strongest representations to the Admiralty about the 
fleet, but without effect. The “Navy League Journal” 
cites the case of Admiral Cervera as an admonition to 
the British authorities. The Admiral warned his Gov- 
ernment that his fleet was unable to cope with that of 
the United States. The laws of the Spanish Service 
prohibited him from pen geen his remonstrances, and 
from the ministers he got nothing but snubs and hints 
not to be a “pessimist.” “If we are to ready to 
sacrifice for our dear country our life, must we not also 
be ready, if necessary, to tell it the truth?” asked the 
Admiral. “I am most uneasy about all this,” he con- 
tinued. “I ask myself if it is right for me to keep 
silent and thereby to become the accomplice in causing 
my country’s ruin.” He kept silence. e ministry sent 
him with a weak fleet to the West Indies, and even 
ordered him to steam out of Santiago Harbor to in- 
effable disaster and the doom of 400 gallant officers and 
men. “In Spain,” says the historian, “‘the politicians 
have been allowed with impunity to send brave men to 
wholesale massacre and torture, and no one has been 
posiahes.. The historian was wrong. The innocent, 
eroic, faithful Admiral was visited with disgrace and 
made the scapegoat for the sins of the politician. 

In a comparison of the Narval with the Holland, “Le 
Yacht” states that in a trip from Cherbourg to St. Malo, 
May 22, the French boat covered 260 miles in a con- 
tinuous run of forty hours, or 6 1-2 knots an hour, 
though the sea was very rough, the boat diving for 
several hours without stopping, and twice re-charging 
her accumulators. This voyage is contrasted with that 
of the Holland from Annapolis to Norfolk, Jan. 8, which 
took 48 hours. “Le Yacht” says: “Of these 48 hours 
she spent 25 1-2 under way, 10 in making repairs and re- 
charging accumulators, and 12 1-2 at anchor, resting 
her crew. She covered 145 miles at an average of 5.66 
knots. She did not dive or fire her torpedoes; indeed, 
she had left these on shore. Her crew suffered much 
from escapes of gasoline and from the general discomfort 
on board.” In a more recent trial of the Narval, at 
Cherbourg, medical specialists reported that the results 
to the crew were disastrous, and it is remembered that a 
lieutenant who commanded the Narval died in a sudden 
and mysterious manner, as the result, it is supposed, of 
his service on the submarine. The crew are said by 
French writers to have been quite demoralized, and this 
though they were carefully selected for courage and 
physique. 


The U. 8S. S. Lancaster, Captain Mansfield, arrived at 
the Navy Yard, New York, from a cruise on July 18, 
and sailed on July 22, bound south. 

Lieut. Comdr. E. N. hughes, of the U. 8. 8. Enter- 
prise, at present on a cruise in foreign waters, has ex- 
changed visits at St. Petersburg with Vice Admiral de 
Livron, the commander of the local military post; Vice 
Admiral Avellan, who is temporarily in command of 
the Russian Admiralty, and other officials. 


The Perry monument at Kurihama, Japan, whose 
dedication on July 14 we described in our issue of June 
20, stands 18 feet high and is 8 feet broad. It is placed 
on a three-stepped foundation stone, which measures 
some 7 feet in height. Marquis Ito, the Japanese 
statesman, wrote inscriptions for it in Chinese char- 
acters to the effect that “This monument is in memory 
of the landing of Commodore Perry, U. 8S. N.” The 
monument is made of Sendaiishi, a very durable stone. 

The U. S. training ship Mohican has sailed from 
Honolulu for Puget Sound, where she may be exepected 
to arrive at any time. The health of the ship has been 
good since her departure from the United States. 

The U. S. 8S. Philadelphia, carrying a new crew for 
the Samoan Station ship Abarenda, has sailed from 
Honolulu for Pago Pago, Samoa. The Philadelphia 
will return at once to the Mare Island Navy Yard and 
discharge the time-expired men from the Abarenda. 

The Secretary of the Navy has decided to omit the 
sheathing from certain of the new ships where progress 
has not been sufficient to render it inadvisable to do so, 
and from the data in the possession of the Department 
it would seem that an apparent saving of something 
like a million of dollars will ensue by reason of this 
change in the program of construction. Whether this 
represents a real saving will be determined when the 
several ships have been completed, commissioned and 
sent out of the.country on a cruise. The advocates 
of sheathing assert that this saving only represents a 
decreased cost of the ships, but entails a decreased effi- 
ciency to an extent greater than is represented by the 
saving in dollars. 

Under an appropriation passed by the last Gongress 
there is a likelihood that a considerable improvement 
will be made in the Naval Prison at the Boston Navy 
Yard.

The lake fleet, comprising the Yantic, Hawk and the 
Michigan, has arrived at Buffalo, whence the vessels will 
sail for different points on the lakes. The Michigan 
antedates every ship in commission in the United States 
Navy, having been built in 1844 at Brie, Penn., by the 
U. S$. Government. She has been in constant commis- 
sion for more than forty years, 

The U. 8S. S. Machias has been placed in commission 
for sea service at the Boston Navy Yard after being 
thoroughly overhauled and repaired during the past 
year. She will be assigned to the Home Squadron. 

The Scorpion has been placed out of commission for 
an overhauling in the engine department, made neces- 
sary 3 the long service since her acquisition by the 
Navy Department. 

The long voyage of the naval steam collier Alex- 
ander has reached its conclusion by the arrival of that 
vessel at Guyamas, Bay of California, whither the ves- 
sel was sent with coal from Baltimore bound for the 
new naval coaling station at Pichiminque. It is the 
intention of the artment to send several cargoes of 
coal to that point, it being on the direct route for our 
vessels going to South America or to Panama. 

Now that pretty nearly every sub connected with 
the Navy has been submitted to a rd of some sort, 
it is not inappropriate that the naval jration, that 
standard of the nation’s strength, should be investigated 
and reported upon.

The U. 8. S. Wisconsin is to be docked at the Brem- 
erton yard for the purpose of overhauling her under- 
water areas and making such repairs as may be found 
necessary before receiving a definite assignment for ser- 
vice in the fleet. As soon as the Wisconsin clears the 
dock the Iowa will take her place for an extensive over- 
hauling, after a prolonged service in tropical and semi- 
tropical waters. This latter vessel must vacate the 
dock by Oct. 1 in order that the Oregon may be hauled 
out for the complete repairs and changes which have 
been determined upon for that ship. 

Honolulu advices of July 9 announce that formal 
action by the United States Government has com- 
menced to obtain possession at Pearl Harbor of some 
800 acres of land to be used as a naval station by the 
Government. The price at which the petitioner ap- 
praises the land is $16,800. The land to be condemned 
is divided into the following subdivisions: B. P. Bishop 
estate, 635 acres; B. P. Bishop estate, 151.6 acres; John 
li estate, 41.5 acres; total, 828.1 acres. ‘Ihe condemna- 
tion will make a decided hole in the best portion of the 
Oahu Sugar Company's plantation. Ford's Island, the 
property of the Li estate, but rented by the Oahu corpo- 
ration, will also pass into the hands of the Govern- 
ment once more, as it is among the parcels of land 
that the Government is desirous of obtaining. The 
contract for the dredging will be let to Clark & Henry, 
a San Francisco firm. 

The Navy Department has decided to have the bat- 
tleship Wisconsin completed at the Puget Sound Naval 
Station, and arrangements have been made with the 
Union Tron Works, the contractors, for a reduction in 
the last payment on the ship proportionate to the work 
to be done in the Government yards. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury has rendered an 
interesting decision in a claim made by Passed Assist- 
ant Paymaster George P. Dyer, of the Navy, for the 
sum of $4.74, paid to a Filipino for the use of his 
house by a detachment of men from the Princeton. 
It seems that the hut was owned by a friendly native, 
and at the time it was taken by the bg od the officer 
promised that fair reimbursement would made for 
all damage which the house sustained. The Auditor 
disallowed the payment of the above sum, but the 
Comptroller has overruled his decision and allowed the 
claim of Paymaster Dyer. The Comptroller is of the. 
opinion that the statement of the paymaster is suf- 
ficient to show that an agreement was made between 
the owner of the house and the commander of the land- 
ing party, and that payment should be made for the 
use of the house, the amount being left for future 
determination. 

The vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron arrived 
at Newport, R. I., July 24 from Nantucket, where they 
had been for drill. The vessels in the harbor are the 
flagship Kearsarge, the battleships Alabama and Massa- 
chusetts and the cruiser Buffalo. The ships come at 
this time to participate in the celebration of Fete Day 
on Tuesday, July 30, on which day the sailors and 
marines will take part in the land parade, 

While the crew of the U. 8. 8. Kearsarge were at 
quarters, for drill, on July 24, a shot from one of 
Nordenfeldt-Maxim automatic one-pounders in the upper 
top on the mainmast was accidentally fired, and pieces 
of the shell cut off a limb of a tree in front of the City 
Hall and another piece grazed along the side of the 
stone building, making a cut in the stone. A tree a

AFFAIRS IN CHINA. 

The scattering of the Allies in China continues. The 
latest notable to go is General Gaselee, commanding 
the British troops in Pekin, who left that city on July 
14 for England, by way of Japan, Canada and the 
United States. There was a special guard of American, 
German, Italian and Japanese troops at the station, and 
also a number of Chinese police. The presence of the 
latter was an unusual occurrence. Part of General 
Gaselee’s staff will remain at Tien-Tsin with General 
O’Moore Creagh, who will succeed General Gaselee. 
A cable despatch says Major Robertson, commanding 
the American guard at Pekin, has requested that he be 
transferred elsewhere, preferably to the Philippines. As 
the public buildings not included in the legation quarter 
will revert to the Chinese on Aug. 20 the American 
guard, which is now occupying the Temple of Agricul- 
ture, will be required to camp in the western hills for 
a month, their barracks not being completed. U. 8. 
Commissioner Rockhill expects to return from China in 
August. U. 8S. Consul Ragsdale, at Tien- -Tsin, sen- 
tenced three American looters to four years’ imprison- 
ment and turned over two European looters to the re- 
spective consuls, 

The imitativeness of the Oriental is shown by the 
counterclaims of the Chinest for damages for loot. 
The China Merchant Company, owners of the premises 
in Tien-Tsin at first occupied by U. 8. Marines and 
afterwards by Colonel Liscum’s command as barracks, 
have completed their claim against the United States 
Government for valuables which they aver were car- 
ried off by the Marines. The list comprises many valu- 
able furs, rugs and jewels, including diamonds. The 
total of their claim is 400,000 taels ($287,200). 

Prince Chun, younger Sy of the Emperor, left 
Pekin on July 12 for Berlin, to apologize officially for 





the murder of Baron von Ketteler. Two German of- 
ficers, formerly attached to Count von Waldersee’s staff, 
will conduct the Prince and his party to EBurope. via 
Shanghai and Genoa.

LATEST FROM MANILA. 


The Philippine Commission is reported in advices of 
July 17 to have decided to suspend organized civil gov- 
ernment in Batangas, Cebu, Samar and Bohol and to 
turn those places over to General Chaffee for the sever- 
est kind of warfare until peace is accomplished. A bat- 
— of the 20th Infantry sailed for Batangas on July 


The remaining battalions were to leave Calamba, La- 
guna Province, and make the journey over the high 
roads to Batangas, entering the southern hills as part 
of the general scheme of the campaign. Batangas is 
in Southern Luzon, while Cebu, Samar and Bohol are 
small islands. 

Major General Corbin held a reception on July 17 at 
the headquarters of General Chaffee at Manila. He at- 
tended a reception by Governor Taft the same evening. 

Civil Governor H. Phelyos Whitmarsh of Benguel 
Province has been exonerated of the charges against 
him. His friends say he is the victim of the newspaper 
accusatory license from which so ‘many persons have 
suffered since the censorship was removed. 

General Malvar is reported to be willing to surrender. 
Governor Trias, himself a .rebel leader till recently, 
has been putting pressure upon him. 

A press despatch of July 22 said that radical reforms 
or changes in the American Army of Occupation, de- 
cided upon in conferences between Adjutant General 
Corbin and General Chaffee, would reduce expenses 60 
per cent. in one year. The principal change would be 
to cut down the present force to between twenty and 
thirty thousand men, abolishing the present Army dis- 
tricts, and concentrate next November three brigades 
at Manila, Dagupan and Iloilo or Cebu, abandoning 
all minor posts, is would save enormously in trans- 
portation of supplies and in rent for churches, convents 
and publie and private buildings now hired for bar- 
racks. Barracks would be built at the pumping sta- 
tion, about six miles from Manila and the source of 
the city’s water supply, for three Infantry regiments, 
one Cavalry and eight batteries, as well as a general 
commissary and quartermaster’s storehouse, to cost 
$100,000. This latter building would save the $20,000 
a month now paid for storehouses in Manila alone.

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MAIL ITEMS FROM MANILA. 


The last gun of the insurrection in the Laguna Dis- 
tic, 1a was fired on June 16, according to the 
Manila “New American,” by the gunboat Florida, when 
she shelled the insurgent trenches on the mountain side 
near Maquiling. In his work of watching over the 
peace and security of the Lake, Capt. J. J. O'Connell, 
21st Inf., her commander, located these trenches and got 
full bearings. He steamed into position in front of the 
enemy and opened fire with his artillery. The shelling 
lasted an hour, and then, there being no sign of life 
about the fortification, he steamed on to Santa Cruz 
and reported. 

The bodies of two Americans who were executed by 
General Praudo while held captive by him in the moun- 
tains near Rosario de Union, Luzon, were recently ex- 
humed. It appears that in June, 1900, two murderers, 
who were followers of the general, were convicted and 
hung near Rosario. At this time Praudo had two 
American prisoners with him, and in order to retaliate, 
immediately upon receipt of the news of the execution 
of the five murderers he ordered both men shot. The 
names of the two captives who were murdered could not 
be learned, but there has been ample evidence developed 
against the murderer. 

The Manila ‘“‘New American” of June 8 reported the 
arrest of G. B. Coleman and R. T. Norris, warrant 
officers of the U. S.,,8. Brooklyn, on the charge of 
smuggling 28,000 American cigarettes into the Philip- 
pines on March 15 on the cruiser. Thé men are said 
to have got the cigarettes from the commissary officer 
of the Buffalo on the representation that the goods 
were for the Army and Navy Club of Manila. 

That hard-working little craft, the U. 8. 8S. Petrel, 
which left Cavite on June 12 for Yokohama, according 
to Manila papers, was in the very best of condition; 
“in fact, she was never better since she was a new boat, 
back in the 80’s. The little gunboat should have been 
named Storm Petrel, for there isn’t a better sea boat 
in the Navy. ‘She carries avery heavy armament for 
a vessel of her size, and some of the wise people 
thought she would prove top heavy, but this three- 
masted, yacht-like ship came out East, ran into most 
terrific weather and then had an opportunity to convince 
the most skeptical that the Petrel was the dandy sea 
boat of the fleet.” 

The German warship, the Deutschland, entered the 
Manila harbor on June 12, and was properly saluted. 
The Deutschland had been on a long cruise among 
the Solomon Islands and Moluccas Group, investigating 
the report of cannibalism, in which several German 
shipwrecked sailors were alleged to have been killed 
and eaten by the natives. 

Ex-General Cailles, who has been a sort of “last 
lap” celebrity of the insurrection, showing up well 
toward the end of the rebellion, is about 35 years of age, 
of slender build and straight, proud carriage. He is 
not very dark, and has a face that is rather long. A 
distinguishing feature between Cailles and other Fili- 
pinos is his eyebrows, which are prominent, and arched 
rather than oblicve. He is a fine-looking fellow, and 
speaks Tagalog, Spanish and French fluently. He was 
born at Jala-jala, Morong, Luzon, of a French father 
and “English-Indian” mother. 

Private Plugge has the distinction of being, according 
to the Manila “New American” of June 19, the first 
victim of smallpox of all the American troops that 
visited China. e distinguished himself by “breaking 
out” on board the transport Egbert, which arrived at 
Manila from China and Japan on June 16. As soon as 
Plugge was taken down on board, A. A. Surgeon G. 
H. Calkins vaccinated everybody on the ship. On board 
were 34 prisoners brought from China under Lieut. 
Wm. K. Naylor. 

The farewell reception given by the clerks of the Pay 
Corps to Majors Coffin, Howell and Graham and their 
clerks, Messrs. Coffin, Thrift and Lockardt, at the Hotel 
de France, Manila, on June 13, was an event long to be 
remembered. Among the Army folks present were 
Major and Mrs. Goodman, the Misses Goodman, Cap- 
tains Sternberg, Horton and Neaton; Lieutenants Hurst, 
Hixon, Culver and Burritt; Majors Comegys, Halford, 
Carby, Curry, Downey, Goodman, Nowell, Stanton, 
Wallace, Wilkins and Varney. The entertainment con- 
sisted of recitations, instrumental and vocal selections, 
and speeches. One feature of the speeches was the 
flattering remarks made by the officers when referring 
to their clerks. One speaker expressed his belief that 
the Pay Corps would never be perfected until the Gov- 
ernment would choose all their officers from among 
the clerks. 

Within a few days, said a recent Manila paper, the 
harbors at Dagupan, on the north coast, and Cebu and 
lloilo, south, would be dotted with buoys, m@rking the 
channels in these respective ports, and in a short time 
every port of the Philippines was to have all its channels 
and dangerous points properly buoyed so that all ves- 
sels might enter and leave a port with absolute’ safety. 

The Manila ‘“‘New American” of June 12 said: “In 
summing up the many features of the Quartermaster’s 
Department of Works. one cannot but feel a spirit of 
strong admiration for the indefatigable energy which 
has characterized the — up of such an institution, 
which has attained such a degree of excellence. This 
is largely due to the zeal of Mr. McChesney and the 
co-operation of Major C. C. Walcutt. It is a standing 
joke that an order came in to ‘Mac’ one day for the 
building of a caribao and cart. This order didn’t phaze 
the ‘old may’ in the least., He only asked for time to 
study up the details how te: make the caribao.”’

Frank Morton, wife of Sergeant Morton, 19th Intf,, 
and child. 

The Manila “New American” of June 5 noted that 
Private Rainesville, of the Marine Corps, was placed on 
sentry duty at the Government coal pile at Cavite, P. 
I. A large number of Chinese coolies were at work 
discharging coal from a ship. The private brought the 
Chinese boss to a standstill and demanded money, upon 
the threat of placing him under arrest. The Chino gaye 
the marine $3, but immediately went away and re 
the matter.. Shortly after the private was placed under 
arrest, 

The Iloilo correspondent of the Manila “New Ameri- 
can,” writing under date of June 11, said on the de- 
parture of Capt. Theodore Sternberg, A. Q. M.: “As 
Paymaster of the Department, Major Sternberg knew 
and was known by more soldiers than any o officer 
in the Department. Aside from the fact that he brought 
the money, he had a very warm place in the boys’ 
hearts, and was rded with the test respect and 
even affection. It is another of an officer 


who was one of the boys receiving more than the regu- 
lation respect due an officer. Few men have the tem- 
peramental qualities and manner that can command 
respect and cheerful obedience with the familiarity that 
was his habit. The whole command, to a man, wishes 
Major Sternberg a safe voy home, a pleasant re-

THE BOERS AND THE FILIPINOS. 


(From the Army and Navy Gazette, London.) 

At length, after two years of incessant hostilities, 
the United States have reached the end of their Philip- 
pine War. There exists some analogy between this 
war and our own in South Africa, of which the total 
duration will possibly not be less. In both cases an easy 
and speedy conquest was predicted; in both the struggle 
has been costly in life and treasure, and prolonged be- 
yond all anticipation. Of the armed strength of the 
United States some 70,000 men, transported over-sea 
have been required to subdue the Filipinos, while South 
Africa has taxed the energies of upwards of 250,000 


British and Colonial combatants. The cost to the 
American Government has san peotitom, having 
reached the rate of some £4,500, a month, a con- 
siderably higher rate in proportion to numbers than has 
been attained by Great Britain in her expenditure. In 
both of the theatres of war hostilities, after a certain 
time, degenerated into the fitful and irregular tactics 
of guerrilla fighting. The Filipinos, like the Boers, 
during the closing scenes of their long struggle, have 
avoided regular engagements, contenting themselves 
with mere skirmishes and desultory sniping. The loss 
sustained by the American troops has apparently been 
less than that of the British, three hundred skirmishes 
with the Filipinos having in one command cost the 
United States less than killed and wounded, 

Both countries in which these wars have been carried 
on are admirably adapted for guerrilla fighting, but 
the Filipino, like the Boer, is lacking in organization 
and discipline, and consequently has failed to reap to the 
full the advantages available. In tenacity of purpose 
the Boer excels the other, and hence he has exhibited 
a determination to persevere with the struggle, although 
evidently hopeless, that is surprising. rom this it 
has resulted that while 70,000 Americans have effectu- 
ally subdued in. two years the 9,000,000 inhabitants 
of the scattered, mountainous, and wood-clad islands 
of the Philippines, 250,000 British and Colonial troops, 
after twenty months of incessant warring. are still 
fully occupied in wearing out the remnants of the Boer 
armies which never could have exceeded 60,000 men. 
In some respects the British task has been the heavier, 
although the number of the enemy has been less. The 
Boers of the Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
were more homogeneous than the Filipinos, and were 
guided by a better defined policy for the attainment of 
which they had firmly united their small but formid- 
able forces. There was weakness inherent in the tribes 
of the Philippines from their number and variety, their 
tribal differences, and their lack of intercourse; while 
the Boers had. sprung from a common stock, and had 
year by year been drawn more closely together into a 
firmly welded community by the fact that, numerically 
weak themselves, they were surrounded by a host of 
hostile natives, The task that its destiny Sos imposed 
upon our kinsmen of the United States has been no 
light one, but it has been brought to a successful finish 
in a manner creditable to them and to the race from 
which they have sprung. Our own task, the heavier 
of the two, is still unfinished, but the inevitable end 
draws gradually nearer. When the task has been 
accomplished -we shall have no reason to fear the ver- 
dict of the impartial historian as to its qualities of 
thoroughness in effect and moderation in achievement.

EXAMINATION OF RECRUITS. 

The suggestion recently made by Capt. John S. Kulp, 
of the Medical Department, that photography be used 
in lieu of the present elaborate card system for the 
identification as applied to a recruit for the Army, is 
meeting with the favorable consideration of the officers 
of the Army Medical Department. 

Captain Kulp believes that if his suggestion is officially 
adopted there will be a great saving of time and ex- 





pense by the Government. He pro that the exam- 
ination of a recruit be conducted in this manner. He 
will be stripped and placed with his arms outstretched 
before a large chart and photographed. In this manner 
it will be possible in little time to obtain exactly each 
linear measurement of the man’s body. The apparatus 
as proposed by Captain Kulp consists of a sheet of 
muslin or other white cloth about six and one-half feet 
square, stamped with figures and having a blank space 
on it for the recording of the names, age, etc., of the 
recruit examined. The photograph, Captain Kulp says, 
should be kept on file at the ar Department for 
future use. t is more than probable that the system 
will be officially tested, and if found satisfactory will 
be adopted and substituted for the present card system. 
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The 20th U. 8S. Inf., now on duty in the Philippines, 
will return to the United States about December next.

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THE FUTURE OF FRANCE. 


In an interesting work entitled “French and Ger- 
pans,” Dr. Auboeuf, of France, seeks to show the 
wmptiness of the fears of Mons. Bertillon and others 
that the Gallie nation will be absorbed by the German 
race. He finds the chief strength of France to lie not 
in herself but in her Russian allies. “The Russians,” 
be declares,” “will be three times as numerous as the 
Germans before the latter can become twice as numer- 
ous as the French.” 

Such a way of looking at the country’s future is 
enough to make Napoleon turn in his tomb in the 
Hotel des Invalides. In his day France defied the 
allies. She was her own chief protection. She drew 
her force from her own national pride. Perhaps part 
of Bonaparte’s success lay in his very indifference to 
the support of allies. He was ready to strike for 
France without consulting this or that court. The 
France of to-day can get little satisfaction out of play- 
ing the role of a chick under the protecting wing of 
Russia. If this view of Dr. Auboeuf’s were shared 
generally by the French people, we should be prone 
to accept it as an evidence of the degeneration of that 
race. A security from absorption that is based upon 
an alliance that may be changed by any court caprice 
cannot be comforting or satisfactory to a high strung 
patriotic people like the French, especially in view of 
the fact that the Russian imperial family has a close 
blood relation to the royal family of England and thus 
to that of Germany, while there is no stronger tie be- 
tween Russia and France than can be found in the 
material and shiffing exigencies of diplomacy. 

Dr. Auboeuf proudly compares the present and pros- 
pective strength of the Double Alliance (France and 
Russia) and of the Triple Alliance (Germany, Austria 
and Italy). He compares them by the number of prac- 
ticed soldiers, by their maritime strength and by their 
fnancial power. The Double Alliance he finds has 
8,465,000 experienced soldiers, the Triple Alliance but 
7,250,000. He skilfully juggles with the birth figures 
this way: Russia’s 132 millions had 6,560,400. chil- 
dren in 1900, and in 1920 conscription would reach 
1,508,838 of these. The 38,390,000 of French were 
increased by 894,470 in 1900 and in 1920 of these 276,- 
235 could be conscripted. Germany in the same year 
would, by her 1900 increase, have 494,068 available 
for conscription; Austria, 394,419, and Italy, 298,318. 
In other words, Italy, the weakest factor in the Triple 
Alliance and one of the lesser powers of Europe, would 
outstrip France by 22,000 recruits, though geven mil- 
lions smaller in population. 

If France is proceeding on the theory that she.is 
safe because the Triple Alliance can muster fewer men 


than the Double, she may wake up some day to find 
that alliances are houses of cards that the least breeze 
of self-interest may lay in ruins. Any day France may 
be compelled to join hands with Italy alone against 
the 100 million German speaking peoples, reinforced by 
the millions from Russia. The future of France lies 
in herself. She would better arouse herself to the fact 
that there is more to be gained by increasing her popu- 
lation and her commerce than by strengthening her 
alliance with Russia. In the last analysis monarchies 


are more inclined to stand by monarchies than by Re- 
publics. If it be true that each new republic 
“Somewhere shakes a throne,” 

the most absolute of monarchies, Russia, may easily 
discover that the defeat of two empires and one king- 
dom by one empire and one republic would so strengthen 
the latter that democratic ‘principles thro t the 
world would receive a mighty stimulus. or in the 
stirrings of discontent among the peoples in 
the Triple Alliance are there wanting signs that a 
crushing defeat of the Triple Alliance might so weaken 
the three thrones, that the masses would seize the 


" eceasion to scquees them with republics, as in France 
s 


the defeat of Napoleon Third made way for the rule 
of the people. The recent evidence of cordiality of 
feeling on the part of the Czar toward the Emperor 
William and the visit of the Italian fleet to Toulon, 
France; indicate that the present alliances are not so 
solidly established as statisticians like Dr. Auboéuf 
would like to make them appear. We should not give 
so much space to these rosy views of the French op- 
timist did not that conservative military paper of Paris, 
“Armee et Marine,” give much prominence to his fig- 
ures and republish many of them as if they were really 
determinative of the position France is to hold in the 
next two decades. 

That France has her eyes turned in another quarter 
tnan that of the Triple Alliance is shown by a recent 
editorial in “La France Militaire,” the daily organ 
of the Army published in Paris, in which found ex- 
pression such ideas as these: “Whether France arms 
or not, makes little difference. An early war with 
England is inevitable; Why? Pecause in England, 
the progress of the imperialistic movement is growing 
greater day by day. hat is the ideal of this move- 
ment? Here it is in a few words: First, an immense 
tariff association between England and her colonies 
and her protectorates—something like a zollverein 
among all the countries of English language and influ- 
ence, absorbing to its profit nearly the whole commerce 
of the globe. Then, a little later, the formation into 
an empire of this tariff association. Now, to cement 
this empire, to trick it out with the prestige that will 
make it popular, and to free it from the shackles imped- 
ing its extension, a war is necessary, a great war that 
would furnish an occasion for crushing in one grand 
victory the French power, which occupies in Africa 
a coveted place and which in the Levant and the ex- 
treme Orient has still considerable influence. 

“The day of this tariff union will be the day for the 
inevitable breaking out of the war. The imperialism 
of England must not be viewed as an ill-considered 
and jingoistic propaganda but as a necessity for Eng- 
land, as the remedy demanded by the decrease of her 
commerce, the competition encountered by her indus- 
tries and the difficulties she finds in holding her old 
markets and in creating new ones. This empire every 
patriotic Englishman feels is necessary to the continu- 
ance of British supremacy.” 

In these statements are many weak spots. Evidently 
France takes herself too seriously. ngland has no 
more to fear from her now than ten years ago. Her 
real rivals are the United States and Germany. We 
should like to have ‘“‘La France Militaire” explain how 
a taria zollverein of English-speaking countries is to 
be changed into an empire when the dominating factor 
in this: zollverein would be the Republic of the United 
States. Again, are the warlike steps in this progression 
toward world-wide imperialism going to restore Eng- 
land’s trade, when the little Boer Wer ics frankly 
admitted in London to have been a tremendous check 
upon England’s commercial and industrial activities, 
and to be giving her trade rivals opportunities that are 
ominous for Great Britain’s future? Elsewhere than 
in vanquishing France must England look for a revivify- 
ing of her trade and the sooner the European republic 
the better it will be for her own reace of mind and for 
the peace of Europe. 


The London correspondent 6f the “Medical News” says 
that the temper of the British medical profession is 
gradually rising as it recognizes more and more clearly 
that the slights put by the Secretary of State for War 
on the medical service of the Army are part of a fixed 
policy. QZhe result is that there are no candidates for 
commissions in the Service. There is in London a physi- 
cian whose special line of business is the “cramming” of 
men for the Army examinations, Practically all of them 
a his hands, and the authorities of the Medical 

rtment have thus been able to form an accurate 
forecaste of the numbers likely to present themselves 
for the various Services. At present there is gaid not 
to be a single man preparing for either the Army or the 
Navy; and there are only five for the Indian Medical 
rey wanes : edt ears ago attracted many ambi- 
ious men. Such are the consequences of th found 
distrust which has been bred toe minds by the atti- 


tude which the government has Gent te as- 
sume towards the medical officers in t pom of the 
Crown. As one way of expressing its feelings on the 
subject, the profession is to give a complimentary dinner 
to Dr. Jameson, the late Director General of the Armv 
Medical Service, who, his friends say, was driven from 
office. It is intended to make it fully representative of 
the profession in Great Britain. Though not professedly 
a manifestation arainst the Secretary of State for War, 
the dinner is in reality designed for that purpose. it 
will, in fact, be a declaration of war between the pro- 
fession and Secretary of State Brodrick. 
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A correspondent of the St. Louis “Mirror” finds the 
originals of some of the characters in Winston Church- 
ill’s novel of the Civil War, “The Crisis,” in well- 
known residents of St. Louis. It tells us that..the 
name Puss is taken from Mr. Churchill's wife's 
mother, “Pussie Allen,” while the character Puss Rus- 
sell has many characteristics of “‘Lou” Kearney, whose 
letter, ca tured in a Southern mail, was much enjoyed 
when published during the hottest war-times in the 
old Missouri “Republican,” now the “Republic.” Mr. 
Carvel has some traits of Mr. R. K. Wood, who cer- 
tainly did make delicious mint juleps. _Jinny Carvel 
reminds many of “Jelly” Yeatman, and Judge Whipple 
of Judge Gantt. The hero, Stephen Brice, is supposed 
to have been drawn, in part at least, from the late 
Samuel T. Glover, the indication of the original being 
found in Mr. Churchill's allusion to his hero’s habit of 
intense abstraction, that grew upon him later in life. 
The outrageous seizure of Mr. Carvel’s home and fur- 
niture is a fictitious treatment of the incident when 
Governor Polk’s household goods were sold at auction 
because he was a “Southern sympathizer.” 
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Apropos of what we said in a recent issue about 
clothes in the Orient, the Manila “New American” said: 
“Why should the males of Manila not adopt the shirt- 
waist habit? If there is a place anywhere in which the 
style is admissable it is right here. Dverybody here 
dresses for comfort—male and female alike—save the 
white man. Why should he persist in sticking to the 
habit of his old home, and broil and stew himself in this 
great waste of almost universal semi-nudity?”’

VAST AUSTRIAN CANAL SCHEMBE. 

Austria is considerably moved by the insignificance 
of her canal mileage. While France has canals ex- 
tending 3,100 miles and Germany’s cover 2,790, Austria 
does not possess a single canal, except a short artificial 
unused waterway from Vienna to Weiner Neustadt. 
It is now proposed to construct 992 miles of canals; 
and, though the outlay involved- amounts to more than 

,000,000—one-thi of which sum is to be_ spent 
between 1904 and 1912—public opinion, from Vienna 
to the northernmost districts of Bohemia, and to the 
furthest of Galicia, is enthusiastic in favor of the 
scheme. 

The general outlines of the canal scheme are that the 
Danube near Vienna is to be connected by an artificia: 
waterway with the Oder near Oderburg, and by a small 
extension with the Vistula and the Galician system of 
rivers, small connecting canals between the latter al- 
lowing —— up to the Russian frontier. This is 
the principal feature of the works by which the Baltic 
is ultimately to be connected with the Black Sea. An- 
other system of canals will connect the Danube near 
Vienna with the Elbe, thus securing a direct waterway 
from the North Sea to the Black Sea, and connecting 
the German ‘system of canals and rivers with the 
Austrian system. Lastly, the Danube-Elbe Canal is to 
be connected by an artificial waterway with the Danube- 
Oder Canal. Owing to the configuration of the country, 
the canals will cost far more than similar works in any 
other country in py To reach the Elbe from the 
Danube, which near Vienna is 130 metres above the 
sea, an ascent of 450 metres will be needed if the canal 
is taken by one route, or 610 metres by the alternative 
route. The time may yet come when American war- 
ships will boom out their salutes at the gates of Vienna, 
which we hope will be the only cannon firing we will 
ever do on the shores of the “beautiful blue Danube,” 
which is indissolubly associated by the Strauss waltzes 
with the softer sentiments of life.

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LIQUOR IN THE BRITISH ARMY. 


The author of “Blue Shirt and Khaki” says: “The 
use of spirituous liquors has been established in the 
British Army Many years, and the issuance is still car- 
ried on in the same manner that it was years ago. I 
do not think there is as much tobacco used in the Brit- 
ish Army as in ours, although I have nothing but per- 
sonal observations to judge by in the supposition; but the 
British wants his ‘grog’ in the Army quite the same 
as in the Navy. The issue is about half a gill of rum 
per day. The quality used is of the very best known, 
and it comes from a stock bought by the Government 
in Jamaica about forty years ago. The last of that old 
supply is now being used. The use of liquor as a part 
of the ration in the British Army is almost as old as 
the Army itself, and although it has been fought by 
the prohibitionists for several years, it still continues. 
There is not enough issued to cause any intoxication, 
aud the use of the amount which the men receive un- 
doubtedly works effectively against drinking to excess. 
A man naturally wants what he cannot have, and if 
he is denied the use of liquor he immediately craves 
it, and to satisfy that craving he takes too much, While 
in the field or at Cape Town I saw but one soldier under 
the influence of liquor; this occurred in Pretoria on the 
uay of the formal occupation; he had celebrated the 
event too enthusiastically. In the British Army the 
use of large quantities of jam is supposed to prevent, 
to a degree, the craving for liquor, and consequently it 
is issued to the men regularly. Tea is also a part of the 
British ration that is never used in the American Army, 
as our men do not want it. The American soldier 
laughs when he hears of British troops in the field 
being served with afternoon tea; but its use is so uni- 
versal in the British Empire that the men crave it as 
our men crave coffee.” 


FRANCE PROUD OF THE NARVAL.
